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Plans That Should Appeal to the 
World’s Richest Country. 


Herbert Hoover nearly a year ago in an address which commanded wide attention, visualized the 
possibilities of the full utilization of the water resources of this country. In that address he pointed out 
that water is our greatest undeveloped resource; that our streams and rivers offer a possible total of 
55,000,000 horsepower, of which less than 11,000,000 horsepower has been developed. 

“Every drop of water,” said he, “that runs to the sea without yielding its full commercial returns is 
an economic loss, that can be computed in billions.” 

“The time has come,” said Mr. Hoover, “when we must think in terms of long-view development of 
each river system to its maximum utilization through dams, canals, locks and channels; for we will need 
the whole of this development within half a generation.” 

In the light of his experience in the flood situation, Mr. Hoover is doubtless still more deeply 
impressed with the supreme importance of utilizing to the utmost extent the potentialities in our rivers. He 
has already expressed himself as fully realizing that the nation must handle the whole Mississippi River 
problem, and on a scale worthy of this nation’s wealth and the resources of the country along the 
Mississippi River and its tributaries. Whether the cost be $500,000,000 or $1,000,000,000, whether it 
all be done by the National Government or in part by hydro-electric companies, utilizing some of these 
rivers through the building of great dams and storage reservoirs for electric power, the work must go 
forward. Into that region must be thrown perhaps more than $1,000,000,000 in carrying out these 
gigantic undertakings. 

But Mr. Hoover in the address from which we are quoting freely in this issue, included many other 
great projects and we are quite sure that with the experience he has now gained in his work in the 
flooded region his view will be still further broadened, and he will realize that empire building on a 
scale perhaps even greater than he saw as a necessity a year ago, will now become imperative. 

This program should include in addition to the Mississippi River work the construction of a Nicara- 
guan Canal, for already the Panama Canal is becoming overcrowded. It should also include the St. Law- 
rence Waterway; an all-American waterway from the Lakes to New York, and an inland coast waterway 
from Boston to Brownsville, Texas. 

None dare say that this country has not the wealth with which to do this work. None dare say that 
it has not the engineering skill and the ability of contractors to handle these vast projects. None can 
say that their construction would not mean an enormous expansion of American trade, the betterment 
of farm conditions, and the lowering of freight rates to Europe. 

Our population is gaining at the rate of about 2,000,000 a year. In the next 20 years we shall add 
between 40,000,000 and 50,000,000 to our population, and shall vastly increase the producing and con- 
suming power per capita of the entire population. Our wealth is increasing at the rate of about 
$15,000,000,000 a year. Why should we hesitate, therefore, in going forward in the construction of these 
gigantic undertakings?

L. HAWLEY, general manager of the Rockingham Rail- 
J. road Company of North Carolina, in a letter referring to 
«a recent editorial in the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorpD suggesting 
four great projects—the permanent improvement of the Mis- 
sissippi, the building of a Nicaraguan Canal, the construction 
of the St. Lawrence Waterway and an All-American canal 
from the Lakes to New York, writes as follows: 

“You have outlined four pressing projects. Where are you 
going to find another James J. Hill or a Roosevelt? Could 
you put your finger on one? These are, as you say, monu- 
mental undertakings. Possibly Herbert Hoover might meas- 
ure up if prodded a little.” 

Then Mr. Hawley closes his letter with the statement, 
“IT CAN BE DONE.” 

The suggestion of Mr. Hoover as the leader in these gigan- 
tic empire building projects is a very appropriate one, for 
Mr. Hoover has long taken the ground that the entire water 
development of America should be on a scale commensurate 
with the opportunity. In an address delivered last fail Mr. 
Hoover said: 

“The time has come when we must take an enlarged vision 
of the future development of our water resources, inland 
water-borne transportation, power, irrigation, reclamation 
and flood control. We have arrived at a new era in this 
development. We must formulate a new and broad national 
program for the full utilization of our streams, our rivers 
and our lakes. 

“Water is today our greatest undeveloped resource. Our 
streams and rivers offer us a possible total of 55,000,000 horse- 
power, and of this less than 11,000,000 has been developed. 
Of our 25,000 miles of possible inland waterways probably 
less than 7000 are really modernized, and the utilization of 
much of this 7000 miles is minimized by their isolation into 
segments of what should be connected transportation systems. 

“Every drop of water that runs to the sea without yielding 
its full commercial returns to the nation is an economic loss, 
and that loss in all its economic implications can be computed 
in billions. (Italics ours.) 

“We have concentrated all our energies upon the develop- 
ment of our land and mineral resources. Almost unnoticed, 
the progress of science and engineering has revolutionized the 
possibilities of our water resources. Inventions in construc- 
tion methods and tools enable us to economically deepen 
channels and. safely construct great dams. * * * The 
time has come when we must think in terms of long-view 
development of each river system to its maximum utilization. 
* * * The actual structures required for water resources 
consist primarily of dams, canals, locks or channels. Their 
implacement without regard to the ultimate full development 
ot all possibilities of a drainage system results only in incur- 
able losses. * * * We will need the whole of it within 
half a generation. At this moment we have the urgent need 


for beginning certain major projects, which will in themselves 
require years for completion.” 

Some of the projects mentioned by Mr. Hoover were the 
Boulder Dam Canyon and subsidiary works, the Columbia 
River basin with 2,500,000 potential horsepower and 1,750,000 
acres of land added to intensive agriculture; the Mississippi 
system, an immense artery of water-borne commerce from 
the Great Lakes to the Gulf of Mexico and from Pittsburgh 
to Kansas City—and potentially far beyond Kansas City— 
with tributaries aggregating 9000 miles of waterways in the 
heart of the nation; with additional possibilities of flood 
control, reclamation and power. The Great Lakes system, 
greatest inland waterway in the world, serving 18 States 
but now separated from ocean commerce by 11 and 12 foot 
‘anals; the Tennessee and Cumberland rivers, where, “if 
adequate headwater storage were provided and power dams 
properly located, a total of about 3,000,000 of horsepower 
could be developed, Nashville and Chattanooga placed upon 
modern water transportation and the floods of the Mississippi 
mitigated.” 

Continuing his discussion Mr. Hoover said: 

“Already our great railway gateways and terminals are 
showing signs of congestion. Our traffic in 25 years has 
grown from 114,000,000,000 ton-miles to 414,000,000,000 ton- 
miles, or it has more than tripled. At a much less rate of 
‘Increase we must within another quarter of a century provide 
for expansion in facilities to handle at least double what we 
are moving today. Our present railways will obviously be 
inadequate to meet that task. The expansion of railway 
terminals to accommodate the growth of the next quarter of 
u century will be accomplished at enormously increasing costs 
hecause of the increase of land values in our cities. And the 
waterways, because they furnish continuous terminals spread 
along the whole waterfronts of’ our towns, go far to solve 
the problem of increased terminals and crowded streets. 

“Furthermore, if we would provide for the 40,000,000 of 
increased population that this coming quarter of a century 
will bring us, we must either build more trunk line of railway 
systems, or we must improve our waterways to take part 
of the burden. I believe any study of the comparative capital 
outlay will show that to duplicate this proposed comprehen- 
sive inland water system by rails would cost three times as 
much as to complete the waterways. And waterways will 
move any goods more cheaply. Nor is this in any wise a 
statement that our railways must not be under constant 
development, for they obviously reach scores of millions of 
people that are untouched by the waterways and they per- 
form many services that our waterways cannot undertake. 

“Nor do we need to overstate the importance of waterborne 
facilities in relation to our other transportation systems—qur 
railways and highways. Let us get into the proper setting. 
Taking the country as a whole, the railways and highways 
must ever bear the major burden of our internal traffic. And 
there are many classes of goods which will always go by 
rail even parallel with the waterways. But equally wrong 
are those who do not accord internal waterways a great and 
increasing future in transportation. 

“And here is an old saying that is true: New transporta- 
tion facilities create business. It is well proved by our new 
highways. At one time in our history we practically aban-

doned the highways and waterways for railways. The inven- 
tion of the gas engine has restored our highways and mul- 
tiplied their traffic ten thousand-fold. Yet the total mileage 
of passengers and goods on our railways has never been so 
great as now. In the same way, with greater depths and 
with the improvement in craft, it is possible to restore our 
waterways. Nor will this jeopardize the prosperity of our 
railways, as some predict.” 

It will thus be seen that Mr. Hoover long ago fully visual- 
ized the tremendous possibilities of the highest development 
of our entire waterways for transportation, for hydro-electric 
work, for irrigation and reclamation. 

Within recent months it has become evident that there will 
be need for a Nicaraguan Canal before it can be built. For 
as rapidly as traffic is now increasing there is danger ahead 
of congestion in the Panama Canal. 

These great projects, which may well command the atten- 
tion of the nation, if undertaken within a reasonable time, 
would employ the constructive energies of the nation for 
years to come. As the country issued bonds for the building 
of the Panama Canal, why should it not issue bonds for car- 
rying out these great enterprises if that be necessary, for 
they are of even greater importance than the Panama Canal. 


A. B. Wray of the Morse Chain Company, Ithaca, N. Y., 
writing to the Manuracrurers Recorp in regard to this 
matter says: 

“The writer has been very much distressed, particularly 
siuee the last disastrous flood along the Mississippi River, 
that our nation was undertaking no large constructive work 
such as we have undertaken in years gone by. Work of this 
kind was advocated before the close of the World War as a 
means of taking care of our reconstruction period, but nothing 
came of the movement. Certainly the terrific losses our coun- 
try had along the Mississippi and its tributaries can be 
prevented if we act as a nation over a period of 10 or 20 
years. While preventing floods, we can conserve and use 
this water and it would seem that this use of water-power 
would in the long run pay for the cost of construction. I 
would prefer to see construction and conservation work of 
this kind done on a large seale rather than have my taxes 
reduced to a minimum.” 

Hon. Ralph F. Lozier, member of Congress from Missouri, 
writing on the same subject says: 

“Just a word to express my appreciation of your illuminat- 
ing editorials and your splendid work in arousing the Amer- 
ican people to an understanding of their tremendous re- 
sources and a realization of their duty to inaugurate a com- 
prehensive and forward looking program for the proper 
utilization of these resources.” 

Congressman Theodore E, Burton has for many years given 
much study to the improvement of the waterways of America. 
In a letter to the MANUFAcTURERS RecorpD referring to the 
editorials mentioned he said: 

“T am glad to note that you favor the construction of the 
St. Lawrence Waterway, and something effective must cer- 
tuinly be done for the Mississippi Valley region. I am not 
altogether sure of the desirability of beginning the Nica- 
raguan Canal at this time. I desire further study on this 
subject.” 

The West Virginian of Fairmont, in republishing the edi- 
torial of the MANUFACTURERS Recorp in regard to these great 
enterprises, said: 


“Standpatters, especially the kind that hold up their hands 
in horror over a modest municipal improvement campaign, 
are apt to be profoundly shocked by a Campaign of Empire 
Ryilding which was launched last week by the conservative 
MANUFACTURERS REcORD.” 


After quoting the editorial covering these four suggested 
vast undertakings the West Virginian closed its editorial 
with the following: 


“The MANUFACTURERS Recorp is the spokesman for the 
industrial South, and the interesting thing about this sweep- 
ing proposal is that it simply would carry out on a national 
scale the very principle which the paper has seen used to 
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make the new South, especially the industrial part of it, the 
most prosperous and busiest seetion of the country today. 

“West Virginia and West Virginians could learn a great 
many things by studying the economic history of North Caro- 
lina, for instance, since the beginning of the new century, and 
while there will be some hesitancy even among progressives 
to endorse for immediate action all of the things the Manv- 
FACTURERS ReEcorRD proposes there is not the slightest doubt 
that in time all of it will be put into effect.” 


M. B. Nelson, president of the Long-Bell Lumber Company, 
Kansas City, Mo., one of the great business organizations of 
the Southwest, in discussing the suggestion regarding the 
four great enterprises proposed, writes: 


“Have been very much interested in reading your articles 
under the caption ‘A Call to Empire Building by the Nation,’ 
and wish to extend a word of appreciation for your efforts 
in this direction because, to my mind, you are touching upon 
the things that are of the most vital importance to any 
nation. 

“First, our waterways should be developed, regardless of 
cost, and in doing so afford permanent protection to the rich, 
fertile soil now subject periodically to overflow. This is one 
project which can only be carried on by the Government, and 
I cannot think of anything that would be of greater interest 
to the American people. . 

“Second, the development of water-power, and it is my 
opinion this can best be handled through proper Government 
controlled policies. I cannot conceive of any greater service 
the editors of the daily press, magazines and trade journals 
could render than to keep constantly before the American 
people these vital problems.” 
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CONSTRUCTIVE ADVERTISING. 


N important advertising campaign is being conducted by 

the Duke Power Company, Charlotte, N. C., owners of 
the Southern Power Company, the Southern Public Utilities 
Company and allied interests. This series of advertisements 
appearing in 16 leading publications of the country is telling 
the story of the development and potential markets of the 
Piedmont Carolinas, stressing particularly the opportunities 
awaiting capital in the establishment of enterprises which 
are now needed to give the region a well-rounded industrial 
development. They point out the extent of the markets in 
the Piedmont Carolinas not supplied locally “which could 
support manufacturers who elect to utilize local labor and 
local raw materials in supplying them.” 

One advertisement, in emphasizing the rich markets of the 
Piedmont Carolinas, states that annually Southern textile 
mills purchase $107,000,000 worth of equipment, machinery 
and supplies. Only a small part of this demand is supplied 
by Southern manufacturers. Imports into the South of 
ceramic wares amount to $45,000,000 annually, including 
chinaware, wall and floor tile, sanitary ware, electrical 
porcelain and refractories. Practically all of the textiles 
used in the extensive furniture industry, together with much 
of the hardware and fittings used by that industry, are im- 
ported. The Carolinas yearly bring in food and feed products 
worth $335,000,000, which illustrates a few of the outstand- 
ing examples of rich waiting markets for local supplies. 

Another advertisement shows that business men are grasp- 
ing the opportunities offered when it states that wealth 
during the last few years increased three times as fast in 
the Piedmont Carolinas as in older and more highly indus- 
trialized States. Now is the time, it is stated, to build with 
this section and take advantage of the opportunities to set 
up in the Carolinas to supply established industries, and thus 
ve able to serve the rich markets that have been developed 
and that are growing faster than at present they can be 
locally supplied.

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Obedience to Law a Supreme Issue Before America. 


T the request of Clark Howell,:editoer of the Atlanta 

Constitution, the editor of the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
wrote for the twenty-fifth annual meeting of the members of 
the Southern Newspaper Publishers Association, which met 
in Atlanta last week, some thoughts and facts in regard to 
the progress of the South. The detailed statistics given were 
in large part a condensation of the facts presented July 7 
in the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD as to the agricultural and 
industrial and educational progress of the South. But per- 
haps there are two or three other points which might be 
repeated here in order that the Southern people may have 
before them some facts bearing on the conditions prevailing 
after the Civil War as one of the reasons why the South is 
not as largely developed and as rich as the North and West. 
At the close of the letter some emphasis was laid upon the 
importance of law and order in the South, which we also 
repeat. We quote from the letter as follows: 

“For many years after the Civil War the South faced a 
degree of poverty, of disorganization of its labor and of its 
governmental affairs far greater than any part of Europe had 
to meet after the World War, with the possibile exception of 
Russia under the domination of Sovietism. ‘The South faced 
an appalling poverty which no other country of modern times 
has ever had to meet. It faced a disorganized labor system, 
with 4,000,000 negroes turned from slavery into voters, and 
practically voted en masse, by more unscrupulous demagogues 
than those which have controlled Russia since the World 
War. Led by these carpetbaggers, or Bolshevists as we 
would now call them, negroes dominated most of the legisla- 
tures of the South and voted as commanded by those who 
controlled them and who rode into power on the backs of the 


blacks. 

“After the Civil War and until 1876 the South passed 
through what has usually been called ‘Reconstruction,’ but 
which has been more aptly called destruction—a destruction 
of the power of the control of its own affairs, a destruction 
of its credit and of everything that made for the upbuilding 
of its material and educational possibilities. Even Russia 
under bolshevistic domination of recent years has not pre- 
sented such a scene of disaster or poverty or domination by 
aliens as the South had to endure. That period of destruc- 
tion, wrongly called ‘Reconstruction,’ was more disastrous 
to the South than the war itself. But a still greater disaster 
te this section was the enforced migration by reason of these 
conditions, which carried out of the South millions of its 
most progressive and energetic people who could find no 
opportunity for employment under the conditions prevailing. 

“Between 1865 and 1900 about 5,000,000 Southern-born 
whites moved out of the South, or rather out of that portion 
from Virginia to Louisiana, a loss greater from the economic 
standpoint than the war and possibly greater even than the 
11 years of reconstruction which the South had to endure 
after 1865. Of these 5,000,000 Southern-born whites about 
2.500.000 went to the North and the West and the Pacific 
Coast, or entirely beyond the confines of the old Confederacy, 
and about 1,500,000 went into Texas, Oklahoma and other 
Southwestern regions. Estimating the economic value of a 
man to a country, here was a loss so stupendous that it is a 
wonder that it did not completely stagger the civilization of 
the South. Upon those left behind rested the burden of the 
re-establishment of government—city, county and State—of 
the reorganization of business interests of all kinds, and of 
saving this fairest land on earth to Anglo-Saxon civilization. 

“Rut for the heroic work ef those who mastered this ter- 
rific problem, the South would have sunk into the barbarism 
of Haiti and San Domingo and it had some enemies who 


longed to see such a disaster come upon this region. On the 
other hand, the South had many superb, strong friends in 
the North and West, some of whom had been the leaders in 
the fight for the Union against the Confederacy. Some of 
them were high in business and financial affairs, but the 
country was then largely dominated by a coterie of bitter, 
South-hating politicians who sought constantly to wave the 
bloody flag. 


“Unless one bears these facts in mind and fully understands 
the appalling poverty following the Civil War, the disorgan- 
ization of the labor system, the destruction of financial inter- 
ests, which compelled the South to concentrate on cotton rais- 
ing—because cotton was the dominant crop on which advances 
could be secured by lien on the crop before it was planted— 
the conffol of the legislatures by negroes and corrupt carpet- 
baggers, and the migration of 5,000,000 of its white people, 
it is impossible to rightly measure what the South has 
achieved in the rebuilding of its fortunes. Against the dark 
picture thus briefly outlined let me contrast some of the out- 
standing facts which tell of what the South is now doing in 
material and educational upbuilding. 


“May I be permitted to suggest that a constant study and 
reiteration of facts, such as these, by every newspaper in the 
South would awaken our people, young and old alike, to the 
illimitable possibilities of this section and thus to an extent 
little dreamed of today hasten the progress of the entire 
South and hasten the day when the nation at large shall 
realize that within the borders of the Southern States there 
is a combination of natural advantages and of Anglo-Saxon- 
ism unmatched elsewhere on the face of the earth and that 
here is the best place on earth in which to build character, to 
build a home and to build business prosperity. In the Proy- 
idence of Almighty God there has been given to the South an 
opportunity largely to shape the destiny of America and in 
shaping the destiny of America to shape the destiny of the 
world. 


“IT trust you will pardon me for writing a word of caution 
in suggesting that upon the newspapers of the South rests a 
responsibility almost beyond our power to rightly comprehend. 
Throughout the South, as throughout the land, there is devel- 
oping widespread criminality. Against the criminality of his 
day Lincoln warned the nation, stating that unless it was 
checked this country, though it would probably not be cap- 
tured by an invading army, might commit suicide by lawless- 
ness, by disregarding the laws of the land and thus increasing 
the spread of the criminal power. 


“In the South there are many phases of criminality. The 
lynch law is one. However vile may be the criminal, the mob 
that lynches him in defiance of the law and sovereignty of 
the State commits a greater crime than that of the criminal 
himself. The spread of lawlessness as seen in the action of 
hooded mobs in taking the law into their own hands and 
hurting and beating those who, in their opinion, are morally 
guilty, is a crime against civilization far greater than is the 
crime of those who are punished, whatever may be the crime 
that they have committed. Only cowards dare in hooded garb 
to wreak their vengence upon those who have incurred their 
displeasure. If these hooded criminals, regardless of whether 
they belong to any secret organization or not, had moral 
backbone and courage they would go into the courts to seek 
punishment for those whom they think are guilty, and yet 
when one considers the fact that men of affairs and of good 
standing in their communities violate other laws because 
they are not in harmony with their views they are directly 
responsible for the development of the criminality which 
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finds expression in mob rule, in whippings and beatings, in 
bank robberies and defalcations and in the murder of any 
man or woman who interferes with the plans of the criminal, 
for he has been taught by the example of those in the highest 
social circles that in violating one law they are giving him 
un excuse for violating any other law. 


“Careful compilations have shown that the criminality of 


the country costs this nation more than $16,000,000,000 a year, 
au sum far greater than the total vaiue of the agricultural 
products of the entire land. Unfortunately, the South shares 
to a large degree in this criminality. Its people are not fully 
uwake to the tremendous issues involved. They are too 
indifferent, as are the people of the whole country, to the 
danger of this situation which menaces the very life of our 
country, 

“Upon the newspapers of the South rests the responsibility 
of standing for law and order and for the punishment of 
criminals of high or low degree, rich and poor alike, threugh 
the courts of the land.

«ourts are too lenient or lax, if the political power of 
eriminal lawyers is too great, then no remedy can be found, 
except through the awakening of public sentiment, in order 
to secure upright and fearless judges, honest jurors of capa- 
bility and the creation of a publie sentiment which will make 
it impossible for criminal lawyers by their wiles to prevent 
the conviction of criminals. 

“In glorifying the material progress of the South and its 
wonderful future, I would be false to the South and to my 
fellow-newspaper workers if I did not seek to press upon 
their attention with all the emphasis in my power the su- 
preme duty of standing for law and order, for the punisnment 
by legal means of all criminality and for the upbuilding of 
the character of the people of the South that with their vast 
opportunities and their limitless natural advantages thie 
South through its obedience to law and order wili set an 
example to the nation and hasten the day when throughout 
the entire country there will be an awakened determination 
to save this country from that suicide by criminality so 
clearly outlined by Lincoln in his appeal to the people of the 
country for obedience to law.”

A SHARP CRITICISM OF ALLEGED INEFFI- 
CIENCY OF THE SOUTHERN RAILWAY 
IN HANDLING FREIGHT AT 
BURLINGTON, N. C. 


Chamber of Commerce. 
Burlington, N. C., July 2. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

In the MANuUFAcTURERS Recorp for June 30 we noted the 
article in reference to the Piedmont and Northern Railroad 
und the statements made in regard to the fact that Southern 
reads should co-operate rather than oppose the request for : 
franchise for an extension and linking up of available lines 
into a new system. 

In this connection we would like to give you some detaile« 
information that will bear out your claims that there is room 
enough for all. 

Burlington originated as a manufacturing town in 1887. 
The first shops for the railroad were located here. Later the 
same shops were moved to Spencer and the trend of manu- 
facturing turned to textiles, then later to hosiery. The indus- 
trial development has been constant and in the last three 
years the industrial expansion has been greatly increased. 

Thirty years ago the Southern Railway built additional 
freight handling facilities. Since that time they have made 
no provision for the constantly increasing tonnage. Not a 
foot of additional space has been added to the warehousing 
or to freight loading platforms. 

In the last two years there have been added over eighteen 
new industries. For the last six years the Southern has 
promised the manufacturers and the people of the community 
that there would be additional quarters. The mills were 
demanding facilities for the handling of their products to the 
markets, for the supplying of their yarns and got no service. 
Six days by freight from Hickory, a town in the western 
part of the State that it takes only a few hours to reach by 
automobile; three days by freight from High Point, a city 
that is only about 40 miles distant; spotting of cars in the 
local yards and waiting from one to three days before a yard 
engine would place it on a siding. Trucks call at the freight 
house for their freight and have to use their own crews to 
sort and load their wagons, at times even having to drive 
away without it, due to the fact that it would be hours before 
they could even get to their freight and then would have to 
wait to have it checked. Any number of times for years past 
trucks have taken freight to the freight house and have had 
to return with it due to the fact that there was no available 
space for unloading. 

The attached views are given to show one such condition 
in recent months that we were able to photograph. You will 
note that the doors are closed. A number of times we have 
checked the freight platforms and found freight left in the 
open on an end platform for over the week-end. Still on top 
of all of this the Southern Railway states that it has the 
service and facilities for the existing conditions. Do you 
wonder that we entered a joint petition to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission at the hearing in Raleigh? There 
are a number of similar instances occurring every day or so. 

In this section, with its industrial expansion and develop- 
ment, it has become nearly impossible to secure manufactur- 
ing sidings on the main lines of the Southern. Local manu- 
facturers, especiully in textiles and hosiery, have needed 
their special yarns in smaller lots and on shorter notice to 
meet the demands of their plants. They could not wait for 
the railroads, so they began using motortrucks, and at this 
time are carting from sources over the State and even from 
points in adjoining States to insure supplies on hand as 
needed. Some of the manufacturing plants that make a 
feature of these special yarns have seen the situation and 
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have gone so far as to establish warehouses and distributing 
points in this section and are in turn supplying their own 
warehouses by motortruck from their own manufacturing 
plants. 

Express service over the Southern has become so poor that 
a new express line has been established hy motortruck from 
Raleigh to Greensboro. Shipments from the east May now 
be routed into the office of the company in Raleigh and be in 
this section within a few hours. 

Still the Southern states that it has the facilities to take 
care of all the business and that there is not need for another 
line. 

We cite these facts and give you the photos for your 
information. It will be a pleasure to assist you in any way 
that you like in working for the Piedmont and Northern 
Railway.

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THE SOUTH CALLING FOR A PROTECTIVE 
TARIFF. 


F. FARRAR, secretary of the Cohutta Tale Company 
* of Dalton, Ga., in writing to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD 
says: 

“I have read with a great deal of interest your article in 
a recent issue concerning tale that is imported practically 
free of tariff. We have thousands of tons of talc dumped at 
our mines that we have not been able to market on account 
of the low prices prevailing. We would certainly be glad to 
see the manufacturers in the United States given sufficient 
protection to enable them to market their entire production 
at a reasonable profit.” 

J. M. Mallory of Savannah, writing somewhat on the same 
line as to the need of protection, said: 


“In spite of my traditional democracy and free trade, I 
am very much in favor of a tariff which will enable.our own 
people to mine tale, kaolin, potash and such other minerals 
as we need.” 

Throughout the South, there is a growing demand for a 
protective tariff. People are coming to realize that the tariff 
is not a political, but an economic measure; that there is 
no reason why the South should continue to adhere to its 
free trade worship when the future of this section so largely 
depends upon its industrial development and the protection 
of its agricultural interests. 

When, for instance, the cement manufacturers of the South 
can produce at a great advantage to the industrial workers 
of this section all the cement that the South needs, how 
shortsighted it is for Southern buyers, communities, States 
or individuals to buy foreign cement and thus lessen the 
prosperity and the employment of Southern workers. Many 
of the agricultural interests of the South are earnestly seek- 
ing a protective tariff on their citrus fruits and other farm 
products against the competition of Mexico and some of the 
West Indies islands, while the peanut and soy bean growers 
are constantly forced to realize that these products, raised 
in the Orient at wages which would mean starvation in this 
country, are constantly cutting into the trade of the country 
and lessening the demand for Southern products. 

All of these agricultural and industrial products ought to 
have the protection of a tariff sufficiently high to enable them 
to keep out foreign importations, and thus add to the employ- 
ment of America’s working people and in that way to the 
prosperity of the whole country. 
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FLORIDA DID RECORD VOLUME OF BUSINESS 
LAST YEAR. 


N an address before the Chamber of Commerce of Venice, 

Fla., on July 1, Col. Peter O: Knight of Tampa called 
attention to the abrupt termination of the real estate gam- 
bling period in Florida in December, 1925, which produced a 
flood of misrepresentation to the effect that Florida was 
ruined and its progress had ceased. Because of the weaken- 
ing of confidence in Florida’s institutions, a deflation period 
set in which did not end until July, 1926. But read what 
Colonel Knight says in the following about Florida: 


“And now, although Florida has gone through this defia- 
tion period, plus a terrific hurricane, its banks have total 
deposits of $600,000,000, nearly three times the amount of 
Ceposits of the entire 16 Southern States in all of their banks 
und trust companies in 1881. 

“The State does not owe a dollar, does not have one penny 
of outstanding indebtedness, bonded or otherwise, and has 
$13,000,000 of cash in the State treasury. And in the middle 
of July last, at the end of the deflation period, State taxes 
were voluntarily reduced by the State administration 30 per 
cent. And Florida has no income tax, no inheritance tax, no 
severance tax, no corporation tax, no corporation stock trans- 
fer tax, no franchise tax and no tax on intangibles, raising 
all of its revenues for State expenses by an occupational tax, 
an automobile and gasoline tax and an ad valorem tax on 
real and personal property. 

“No other State could have so successfully, in the face of 
such false reports affecting its solvency, gone through this 
deflation as Florida has done. The reason for it is that 
Vlorida has real’ merit; it-has had constant and continuous 
development for many years; and, contrary to the general 
opinion throughout the United States, Florida as a whole, 
during the year 1926, did the greatest volume of business in 
its history.” 


That is the record that Florida made in the year following 
the collapse of perhaps the most reckless real estate specula- 
tion period in the country’s history. Surely the business 
activity of Florida last year offers no foundation for pessim- 
ism on the part of the people of a State so richly endowed by 
nature. 

Motor-tourist traffic into Florida’ for May was greatly in 
excess of any previous May even during the height of the 
hoom period. Southbound motor tourists over the St. Jolhns- 
Jacksonville River Bridge, at Jacksonville, on May numbered 
17,608, as compared with 9352 and-7408 passengers, respec- 
tively, in May, 1926 and 1927. 

Building and construction operations in many parts of 
the State are heavy. For each month of 1927 to the end of 
June Florida has ranked among the leading States in the 
umount of new building construction, ranging from eleventh 
to fifteenth. Building permits for the first five months of 
1927, while below the high record of 1926, are of a more sub- 
stantial character than were some of those in 1926, upon 
which ‘construction operations in some instances stopped soon 
after the work began. 

Another sign of more than passing interest,is that Florida 
led all the Southern States, except Maryland and Missouri, 
in the amount of contributions per capita to the Mississippi 
Valley flood relief subscription of the American Red Cross. 


Therefore, do not get the idea that Florida is ruined be- 
cause its inflated real estate bubble was pricked. Aside from 
its winter resort features, great citrus industry, large pro- 
duction of staple crops, any State which produces from 16 
per cent of the early Irish potatoes raised: in the United 
States to a much higher percentage of other trucking crops, 
together with its naval stores and mineral output, and manu- 
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factured goods valued at $267,000,000, as of the Census of 
1925, is in no danger of bankruptcy. The assessed value of 
property in Florida in 1926 was $786,643,000, or more than 
four times the assessment of 1910. Its manufacturing output 
has increased nearly four times in value; its farm crops have 
doubled in value and the aggregate bank resources of the 
State, which were $713,354,000 in 1926, were nearly ten times 
the bank resources reported in 1910. 
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THE AMERICAN ROAD BUILDERS CONGRESS IS 
WANTED IN NEW ORLEANS. 


HE New Orleans Association. of Commerce through 

Wilson S. Caliender, publicity seeretary, writing to the 
MANUFACTURERS Recorp in regard to an effort being made to 
secure the 1928 convention of the American Road Builders 
Association, said: 

“We appreciate your interest in the possibility of bringing 
the 1928 convention of the American Road Builders Associa- 
tion to New Orleans, and take pleasure in advising you that 
we have available for the show here a building that has been 
declared one of the finest for the purpose in the country. It 
is the United States Army Supply Base, built entirely of con- 
crete and contains 500,000 square feet of floor space. 

“In addition to that we have just within the last year 
added over a thousand hotel rooms to our facilities and 
expect within the next year and a half to add 1500 more. 

“If you have any suggestions to offer as to what New 
Orleans can do to clinch this convention, we will be glad to 
have them.” ; 

If New Orleans can provide, as Mr. Callender thinks, a 
building fully adequate to meet the needs of the Road Build- 
ers Association, it would be very desirable for that city and 
for the road builders of the country to hold the 1928 meeting 
in New Orleans. The South is making tremendous progress 
in road building, and Central and South America, Cuba and 
Mexico are looking to America for road building machinery, 
and they could be better reached from New Orleans than 
from any Northern or Western city. Moreover, as these con- 
ventions are held in the winter season, New Orleans would 
be pre-eminently preferable to Northern and Western cities, 
and the thousands of people who attend would greatly enjoy 
the delightful winter climate of New Orleans in contrast to 
the bitterly cold climate in which these conventions have 
usually been held. 
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INCREASED POSTAL RATES HAVE FAILED OF 
THEIR PURPOSE. 


N a recent address before the convention of the Tennessee 

Federated Postoffice Clerks, at Jackson, Senator K. D. 
McKellar, of that State, in alluding to the passage of the 
increased salary law of 1925 for the postoffice clerks, which 
the President approved only on condition that postal rates 
be raised, declared he was in favor of the increased salaries 
and was on the commission that drafted the bill, but he was 
decidedly against the increased postal rates. However, 
Senator McKellar made it plain that these increased rates 
had failed of their purpose; that the proposed increase of 
one cent on postal cards had put the postal card out of busi- 
ness; that the increase in newspaper rates had compelled the 
newspapers to make their deliveries by truck and that the 
one-half cent increase in circulars had taken nearly a billion 
pieces of mail out of circulation, and that only the increase 
in parcel post had netted anything. He declared that Presi- 
dent Coolidge was wrong and that the Government was the 


loser. 
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HOW TO FIND INCREASED USES FOR COTTON. 


OBERT WILSON of the Ideal Electric Dumbwaiter Com- 

pany of Buffalo, N. Y., in a letter to the MANUFACTURERS 
Recorp calls attention to the fact that the United States 
Government is using twine made out of jute, while the 
Canadian Governthent seems to be using much more at- 
tractive twine made out of Southern cotton. 

In writing on this subject, Mr. Wilson gives some partic- 
ulars which are well worth the study of our Government 
officials, notwithstanding the claim that this jute twine is 
cheaper than twine made from Southern cotton. If this be 
true, then the Southern cotton manufacturers should make 
a special effort to produce a cotton twine which will com- 
pete on the basis of cost with jute twine. And yet, perhaps, 
the only way to bring this about is a rate of duty on jute 
and all jute products which would save the cotton growers 
and the cotton manufacturers of the South from competing 
with labor of India, which is paid anywhere from 7 to 8 or 10 
cents a day. Mr. Wilson writes: 

“Being a subscriber and an advertiser in your paper and 
knowing of your interest in American-made articles, partic- 
ularly cotton, I am enclosing what I presume is a piece of 
cotton twine and also a piece of twine which I presume is of 
jute. . 

“The piece of jute comes wrapped around our mail, each 
morning, from the postoffice. The cotton twine is used for 
wrapping bundles in Canada. Whether it is used by the 
postoffice there or not, I am not certain, as it came to me 
wrapped around a private parcel. 

‘Now the story in regard to these two pieces of string is 
as follows: Sir Arthur Currie, president of the McGill Uni- 
versity of Montreal, gave a recent address in which he 
elaborated very greatly on how many things the United 
States had to buy abroad, and that we were not quite as 
self-sufficient in our products as we thought we were. 

“He mentioned the fact that even the United States Gov- 
ernment used over 2,000,000 pounds of jute twine for wrap- 
ping their bundles, and that all this jute had té be imported 
from India. Now, why cannot cotton twine be made here 
and used in place of jute?” 

Another letter which comes in the same mail as the fore- 
going in regard to the use of cotton is from BE. A. Wimberly 
of Memphis, Tenn., who, writing in regard to the possibility 
of increasing the consumption of cotton, gives some facts in 
regard to how one of the great flour mill concerns of the 
South is as rapidly as possible substituting cotton bagging 
for many of the products of its mills, their purchase of cot- 
ton bags amounting to $750,000 a year. Mr. Wimberly writes 
as follows: 

“IT am a subscriber to your magazine and find it more than 
interesting because I am situated and travel in the Missis- 
sippi Delta, which depends almost entirely upon cotton for 
its revenue. 

“In my opinion, the best way to get the cotton planter on 
his feet is to increase the uses for cotton goods. I know a 
great many interesting facts regarding the consumption of 
cotton have been given a great deal of publicity throughout 
the South. 

“Ballard & Ballard Co., Louisville, Ky., are the largest 
millers of soft winter wheat flour in the world, they have 19 
branches in the Southeast and naturally they are deeply 
interested in the success of the cotton farmer; so, to help 
them along they started, during the Buy-a-Bale movement 
of 1914, packing all bran and wheat feeds in cotton bags, 
and on October 1, this year, they discontinued the use of 
jute entirely, and now use cotton bags for all poultry and 


“dairy feeds. The daily capacity of this mill is 3000 barrels 


of flour and 250 tons of wheat, dairy and poultry feeds. It 
requires 6250 yards of 40-inch sheeting per day, made by 
Southern mills. Their yearly purchases of cotton cloth for 
bags amounts to $750,000. 

“IT thought it would perhaps be interesting to the readers 
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of your magazine to know what one of the large industries 
of the South is doing to help out.” 

The MANUFACTURERS ReEcorpD invites correspondence on the 
subject of how to increase the use of Southern-grown cotton. 
There must be scores of ways in which cotton can be used 
for wrapping purposes, where it is not now so used, for 
bags, for twine and other things. If the cotton manufac- 
turers and the Cotton Institute will inaugurate intelligent, 
vigorous research plans for increasing cotton consumption, 
it is altogether probable that this could be increased to such 
an extent as to take care at a profitable price of even a 
crop as big as that of last year. 


Ballard & Ballard Company, for instance, are consuming 
$750,000 of cotton bags. What other concern in the South 
is following this wise example? 


What other suggestions can be made as to how cotton 
consumption can be increased? On these points the MANv- 
FACTURERS RecorD invites correspondence from all interested 
in the subject.

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PUBLIC MONEYS SHOULD NOT BE SPENT FOR 
COMPETITIVE FOREIGN GOODS. 


T the annual meeting of the National Coal Association. 
held in Chicago June 15 to 17, a resolution was adopted 

by that organization which read as follows: 
“Whereas, in the last three years 10,000,000 barrels of 
cement were imported into this country duty free, represent- 
ing a loss to the coal industry of the coal tonnage that would 


have been required to make said cement had it been pro- 
duced in this country, and, 


“Whereas, this commodity is only one of several whose 
losses, in part, must be passed on to the producers of coal 
for manufacturing purposes; now, therefore, be it 


“Resolved by the National Coal Association, in annual 
meeting assembled, this 17th day of June, 1927: 

“1. That National, State and city officials should discoun- 
tenance the use of public moneys for the purchase of foreign 
construction materials which come into competition with 
American construction materials, and 


“2. That copies of this resolution shall be forwarded to all 
Members of Congress, Governors, Mayors and other National 
and State officials having to do with publie construction 
works.” 

While on the question of cement imports, it may be of inter- 
est to note that in recent months there has been a decrease 
in our purchase of foreign cement. According to preliminary 
figures issued by the Department of Commerce, imports of 
cement for the first five months of 1927 totaled 875,538 bar- 
rels, valued at $1,308,740, compared with 1,648,371 barrels, 
valued at $2,652,778, for the same period of 1926. Cement 
imports for May were 178,929 barrels, or a decrease of 20 
per cent compared with May, 1926. 


From time to time the MANUFACTURERS Recorp has called 
attention to the buying of foreign goods, principally iron and 
steel products and cement, by public institutions and semi- 
public enterprises in direct competition with domestic mate- 
rials produced by American labor. Every dollar spent abroad 
for goods we are producing in this country in quality and 
quantity is lost to American labor and reduces our buying 
power to that extent. 
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FLORIDA TO HAVE INDUSTRIAL SURVEY. 


ON. NATHAN MAYO, Commissioner of Agriculture of 

Florida, advises the MANUFACTURERS ReEcorD that at its 
last session the State legislature carried out the suggestion 
which this paper has been making for some years to that 
State and to other Southern States in regard to an industrial 
survey. While the amount appropriated was not sufficient to 
completely cover an investigation of the industrial opportu- 
nities of the whole State, it is a good start and is well worth 
being followed by other States. The bill as passed by the 
legislature authorizes the Commissioner of Agriculture to 
conduct an industrial survey of the State and to employ such 
assistance as may be necessary to carry on the work. The 
bill reads as follows: 


“Section 1. That the Commissioner of Agriculture be and 
is hereby empowered and directed to conduct a comprehensive 
industrial survey of the State for the purpose of ascertaining 
the kind, character and location of industries now in opera- 
tion and the opportunities for other industries of every kind 
and character that may be established in the State, together 
with complete statistics regarding commerce, both by land 
and water, and the opportunities for commercial expansion 
in the future, and to employ such assistants as are necessary 
to carry out the provisions of this Act. 

“Section 2. That the Commissioner of Agriculture shall 
make report of said survey to the Governor within one year 
from date of this Act, giving the results of the finding and 
recommendations based thereon. 

“Section 3. That the sum of $15,000, or as much thereof 
as may be necessary, be and the same is hereby appropriated 
and set aside out of the general inspection fund, not other- 
wise expended, created by Chapter 10,149, Acts of 1925, to 
carry out the provisions of this Act.”

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TEXTILE RESOURCES OF THE PIEDMONT 
CAROLINAS. 


64-page magazine section of the Charlotte Observer 

recently was devoted to the textile resources of the 
Piedmont Carolinas. In it are illuminating articles bearing 
on the development of cotton manufacturing in this highly 
industrial part of the South, setting forth the advantages 
und opportunities offered to textile interests and others 
seeking industrial locations. 


More than 700 textile plants, with more than 12,000,000 
spindles, represent the mill equipment to be found in the 
Piedmont region, and the South as a whole has 17,885,000 
spindles, or about half of the country's installed capacity, 
and is now consuming 65 per cent of all the cotton used in 
all the mills of the United States. 

It is pointed out that one of the strongest factors, aside 
from the nearness to raw materials and power resources, is 
the abundance of native white labor, over 98 per cent being 
of Anglo-Saxon stock in the two Carolinas. Superb climatic 
advantages, highways and railway transportation of the best, 
low cost factory sites and relatively low taxes are other 
advantages which the Piedmont region of the South offers 
to manufacturers. 


This special Piedmont Textile Section of the Charlotte 
Observer emphasizes the spirit of progressiveness of the 
whole region, for, in addition to the instructive news stories 
and advertisements of textile and other interests, many com- 
munities set forth their particular merits as to advantageous 
locations for industrial operations. A considerable portion 
of the issue is devoted to Charlotte and it shows that 250 or 
more textile enterprises in that vicinity do a combined busi- 
ness of more than $200,000,000 a year. 

A comprehensive review of the industrial development of 
the Piedmont region contained a long list of new organiza- 
tions and expansions of existing plants, which illustrates the 
diversity of its manufactures. 

Dr. Joseph Hyde Pratt, consulting engineer, Chapel Hill, 
N. C., writing of the expansion of North Carolina’s steam 
and hydro power, says that the Southern Power Company 
alone has spent $100,000,000 in developing power resources 
in the Piedmont section in the past 15 years. This company 
has 189,500 hydro-electric horsepower installed and is con- 
structing a 100,000 steam-electric plant for additional reserves 
to its hydro development. Three large water-powers are in 
progress of development, two by the Carolina Power and 
Light Company, of 83,000 horsepower and 35,000 horsepower 
each, to add to its 49,000 horsepower now installed, and one 
by the Tallassee Power Company, of 44,000 horsepower, 
making a total of 162,000 horsepower that should be available 
in 1928. The aggregate installed capacity of developed water- 
power in North Carolina is now over 597,000 horsepower. 
Steam-power development of the Piedmont region is 470,150 
horsepower, making a 2grand total of 1,067.150 horsepower in 
that State at the end of 1925. 

The educational progress of the children of the Piedmont 
region is depicted. The physical equipment for the expanding 
educational facilities in North Carolina includes 734 public 
school buildings, costing over $35,000,000, which were erected 
in the last five years. 

Not alone are textile and allied industries featured, but 
also furniture manufacturing. chemical industries, aluminum 
and other industries and business enterprises in the Carolinas 
are described. It is a stirring presentation of what has been 
-accomplished in a part of the South, of the high place the 
Piedmont region has reached in industrial development and 
it is a review which illustrates the growing importance of 
Southern industry in the concrete evidence shown of the 
substantial development attained.

The Tennessee Products Corporation Unfolds Some 


of the Wonders of the South. 


By GEORGE GARNER. 


Almost hidden in a great valley, “the Dimple of the Uni- 
verse,” at Rockdale, Tenn., near Nashville, is the only ferro- 
phosphorous blast plant in the world—one of the great enter- 
prises of the Tennessee Products Corporation. Almost atop 
of one of those great Tennessee mountains from which the 
late Governor “Bob” Taylor was wont “to commune with 
God” is the greatest wood distillation plant in the world, alsu 
owned by the Tennessee Products 
Corporation and operated in con- 
junction with its semi-cold blast 
charcoal pig-iron foundry at Wrig- 
ley. Thus one great corporation 
in Tennessee owns and operates 
the two greatest enterprises in 
the world, in their respective 
lines. 

All of which, and much more, 
recently was disclosed by the 
officials of the corporation § to 
nearly half a hundred guests 
whom it took to Nashville from 
the Foundrymen’s Association con- 
vention at Chicago, and two or 
three favored laymen like myseif. 
In the party were jieading iron 
and steel engineers and other ex- 
perts from great centers of those 
industries and all expressed 
umazement and admiration at the 
sights which were unfolded to 
them. Indeed, to some, the trip 
was u revelation of the wonders 
and glories of the South and 
those who thus made their first 
visit to that section declared their 
intention soon to visit and to 
study the South with a view to 
developing their business through- 
out the area. 

“It is amazing,” said James A. 
Ogden of the James S. White Company, Pawtucket, R. I. 
“Il had no idea that the South contained such wonderful 
natural resources and was the site of such great industrial

plants. I am coming again, to stay longer. 

And in other words the same sentiment was expressed to 
me by half a score of the visitors.

At the 
breakfast at which these visitors were welcomed to the Nash- 
vile section the hosts were: reinforced by Mayor Hilary E. 
Howse, former Governor and former United States Senator 
Benton McMillin, former United States Senator Luke Lea, 
Rogers Caldwell, a leading banker of the South; Paul M. 
Davis, president of the American National Bank, Nashville, 
and other distinguished citizens. 

“Our greatest resource here in Tennessee is our man- 
power,” said Senator Lea in an informal address, “and we 
are glad that you have come here to meet the men who have 
had parts in bringing the State which lay in ashes 60 years 
ago to its possibilities as a great industrial State of tomor- 
row.” 

“We are closer to deposits of coal, ore and phosphate and 
t» great water-power than anywhere else in the Union,” said 
Senator McMillin. “The war between the States left us 
nothing but an appetite, and nothing with which to satisfy 
even that, but we did not give up the fight and our women 2 
never dreamed of abandoning the struggle. So, as one result 
we now see this great industrial development, a great corpora- 
tion founded to send Tennessee products all over the world.” 


Yet. although some of its subsidiaries have reached matur- 
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ity in age, the Tennessee Products Corporation, as an individ- 
ual enterprise, is an infant industry—it is less than two years 
old. Originated by Mr. Cummins and his associates—William 
Wrigley, Jr., a great business man; John McE. Bowman, 
head of a great hotel system, and Col. Jacob Ruppert of New 
York city—the corporation conducts great coal operations on 
Bon Air Mountain, the Bon Air Chemical Company at Wrig- 
ley, a 24-oven Semet Solvay coke unit at Chattanooga, and 
the ferro-phosphorous plant formerly owned and operated by 
J. J. Gray, Jr., at Rockdale. Incidentally, Mr. Gray was the 
inventor of the ferro-phosphorous blast process, by which the 
use of electricity, as practiced in other ferro-phosphorous 
operations, is entirely discarded. The Tennessee Products 
Corporation, as such, began operations on March 1, 1926. 


In this short period, with a capital of $31,000,000, the cor- 
poration has developed into an industrial enterprise with over 
2500 employes on its payroll and with more than 10,000 per- 
sons living in the towns which it owns and over which it 
exercises supervision and influence that make them delightful 
home communities. Besides the comfortable homes, there 
are churches and schools, commissaries and community 
houses, social and civic centers and, above all, a spirit of 
contentment and happiness founded on cheerful surroundings 
and permanent occupation at remunerative pay. i 

Over 150,000 acres of coal, timber, mining and agricultural 
lands are included in the holdings of the corporation in Mont- 
gomery, Dickson, Hickman, Stewart, Lewis, Wayne, Law- 
rence, Maury, White, Cumberland, Van Buren, Putnam, 
Hamilton and Davidson counties, all in Central Tennessee 
and near the towns of Bon Air, Eastland, Ravenscroft, Clifty, 
Collinwood, Goodrich, Allens Creek, Aetna, Nunnelly, Wrig- 
ley, Iron Hill, Rockdale, Iron City, Clarksville—all adjacent 
to the operating plants. The outbound carload movement of 
the corporation in 1926 aggregated over 13,000 cars, and the 
revenue derived from inbound and outbound movements 
totaled over $1,125,000. 

And right here it may be said that this entire great enter- 
prise is moved by the spirit of Mr. Cummins—a man so big 
that he is called “Uncle Bill” by all the employes and his 
other friends, without losing a shadow of their respect or a 
shred of the dignity of his position. 

On the knowledge of this general summary the visitors 
started to see the picture at close range—to view all the 
details, to inspect the operations, to investigate the mines and 
and timber, the retorts and furnaces, to see the wheels go 
around and what made them go. The officials of the corpora- 
tion had nothing up their sleeves and, furthermore, the visi- 
tors themselves were industrial magicians, keen to detect any 
sleight-of-hand. Everything was thrown wide open, reser- 
voirs of information were tapped and the guests lost not the 
slightest detail. 

Following the introductory breakfast, at which all formality 
was discarded and a feeling of fellowship was substituted, 
the party piled into buses and smaller automobiles, bound for 
the ferro-phosphorous blast plant at Rockdale, about seventy 
miles from Nashville. This ride was the first eye-opener for 
the outlanders. Through “the Dimple of the Universe,” as 
John Trotwood Moore had described it, the party traveled 
over a modern road, between vast fields of wheat and tobacco 
and other crops, over clear streams and between cool woods-— 
a panorama of almost indescribable beauty. Comments of 
appreciation bubbled constantly from the guests. Luncheon 
at Columbia punctuated the journey. and the party arrived at 
Rockdale early in the afternoon. 

At Rockdale the visitors found a plant pronounced by fore- 
most blast plant experts in the land to be “as nearly perfect 
as present-day knowledge can devise.” The plant was estab- 
lished in 1902 by J. J. Gray, who two years later developed 
the ferro-phosphorous blast process and about two years ago 
remodeled and modernized the plant throughout and sold it 
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to the Tennessee Products Corporation. The process is covered 
by protective patents in foreign countires, as well as the 
United States. By the iron and steel men in the party the 
plant was regarded as a marvel in comprehensive and efficient 
construction, and even the non-experts found it of tremendous 
interest. 

For the most part the ferro-phosphorous produced at this 
plant is used in rephosphorizing steel, by the steel industry, 
ahd for more than twenty years the product has been sought 
by manufacturers of sheet iron and sheet steel. As explained 
to the laymen, this ferro-phosphorous prevents the sheets 
from sticking to the rolls, and its value is said to be especially 
appreciated in the Pittsburgh and Birmingham and other 
great foundry centers. As has been said, ferro-phosphorous 
electric plants are in operation in this country and in Ger- 
many, but this is said to be the only ferro-phosphorous blast 
furnace in the world. 

To the lay observer the ingenuity in this process and 
plant—and, indeed, in all the plants of the corporation—was 
most conspicuous in the simplicity of operation and the pre- 
cluding of waste motion. Raw materials moved into mixers 
and mixtures into the furnace as smoothly as though carried 
on an endless chain conveyor, and at the end the finished 
product was placed in the cars close at hand for transporta- 
tion to points in every direction. The Rockdaie plant is situ- 
ated on the Sheffield branch of the Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad. 

In three adjacent bins at the ferro-phosphorous plant are 
stored the ore, phosphate rock and silica, the ingredients of 
the mixture, and these pass to an underground mixing room 
in which the proportion of each is measured out. The blend 
may be described as approximately 18 per cent of phosphate 
rock, 80 per cent of iron ore and 2 per cent silica, and all the 
ingredients come from properties owned and controlled by 
the Tennessee Products Corporation. The ore is brought from 
the mines at Iron City, about thirty miles away; the phos- 
phate lies right at the door of the works and the coke which 
keeps the fires burning is furnished from the corporation’s 
ovens at Chattanooga. From the mixing room the charge is 
earried upward and poured down into the furnace and then 
is drawn out into the molds in a fiery stream of molten metal. 
Fifteen thousand tons a year is the normal output of this 
plant, but additional equipment makes it possible, if neces- 
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sary, to concentrate a 12-month output into five months, and 
thus to devote the remaining seven months to the manufac- 
ture of pig-iron. 

All of which looked simple to the laymen—all of which 
may seem simple to the average reader—but all of which 
astonished and interested the professional visitors as some- 
thing unique in their experience. Questions without number 
were asked and answered; samples were tested and taken 
away; machinery. was inspected and raw materials were 
investigated, and the guests waxed enthusiastic. 

From the business of the day the activities of the party 
turned to social entertainment in the evening and the visitors 
were taken as guests to the Country Club of Nashville, one 
of the most beautiful spots in a beautiful corner of the 
beautiful South. 

In view of the all-embracing program, breakfast was served, 
the next morning, at 6.30 o’clock—and not a man was missing 
from his place. The Johnson iron mine and the plant at 
Wrigley were the objectives for the day and the length of 
the trip and the nature of some of the roads made smaller 
ears preferable to buses and a fleet of automobiles carried the 
travelers. For long stretches the road ran through agricul- 
tural country, but much of it was through semi-wild tracts, 
in which it pleased some of the romantic visitors to picture 
each mountaineer as a sentry for a “still,” or, mayhap, even 
a “moonshiner,” himself. All of which fiction added enjoy- 
ment to the journey—and probably would have amazed the 
guileless mountaineers. 

With time for only a glance at the great plant at Wrigley, 
the party boarded open cars on the little narrow-gauge rail- 
road of the company and chugged up the mountain to the 
Johnson mine, about five miles distant. 

“Most remarkable road of its kind I have seen,’ commented 
one of the visitors to me. “You will note that the rails are 
spiked to every tie. Almost invariably in such roads, not 50 
per cent of the ties are spiked; this is an unusually well- 
built road.” 

The rolling stock was of the same high standard, and the 
little narrow-gauge ore line may be regarded as a model of 
its kind. 

At the top of the mountain the Johnson mine was found in 
full operation. At this mine the ore was found just below 
the surface of the earth, and it is simply scooped up by steam 
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shovels 4nd dumped into the cars, which run half way down 
the mountain to the washer. The ore dirt pans out a mini- 
mum average of 52 per cent iron and this iron was pronounced 
by the visiting experts to be of the highest standard. Dig- 
ging in only a limited area and to a depth, so far, of about 
fifteen feet, the corporation has turned out 30,000 tons in 20 
months and from borings and other investigations is confident 
ir has 500,000,000 tons in sight. Further than this, the cor- 
poration owns another great hematite ore mine ut Iron Hill, 
ubout twelve miles distant, which can be worked with equal 
ease and cheapness. 

For some time the visitors wandered over this field-mine 
examining specimens of the iron and wonder- 
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the most part, in the manufacture of paints, varnishes, 
lacquers, dyes and as a solvent in many chemical formulae ; 
also, it serves as an agent in the manufacture of formaldehyde 
and other widely known antiseptics. The acetate of lime is 
used largely in the United States and abroad in the manufac- 
ture of acetone, a solvent used in the making of explosives, 
photographic films, celluloid and other products, while an 
uppreciable amount is used also in the manufacture of acetic 
acid for paint and varnish industries, and in the manufacture 
of various other chemicals. The wood oils and wood pitch 
go into the making of wood creosote paints and flotation oils 
for use in metallurgical processes. while. finally, the charcoal 





ing at its abundance and accessibility. ‘Then 
all piled onto the flat cars again and ran 
down to the washer. The water for this 
process is pumped from the iron plant in 
the valley, and the waste dirt and used 
Wwuter run into a stream close by and are 
curried away by tke current. ‘The washing 
plant won the admiration of the visitors, 
who followed the process from the dumping 
of the ears through to the final separation 
of the iron from the ore dirt. Incidentaily, 
the easy job of picking stones from the iron 
gave pleasant occupation for several young 
men not yel matured for a zrown man’s 
work 

Back again at the plant the visitors were 








escorted to the notel erected and conducred 
by the corporation for the convenience of 
employes and other guests and a remark- ‘ 

able luncheon was served—remarkable in the fact that it 
would have done credit to any nigh-class hotel in any great 
city. 

Some idea of the magnitude of the operations at the Wrig- 
ley plant may be gained from a statement that in 1926 it 
loaded 7200 cars of products. In this output were included 
thousands of tons of Wrigley semi-cold blast charcoal pig- 
iron, millions of pounds of acetate of lime, millions of bushels 
of charcoal and hundreds of thousands of gallons of methanol, 
or wood alcohol, wood oil, wood pitch and by-products. 

The output of the furnace, I was informed, is taken by 
manufacturers of chilled rolls, automotive parts, Diesel en- 
gines, crushers, and particularly of castings in which great 
strength, smoothness and close grain are essential—more 
specifically, in castings in which the factor of internal shrink- 
uge or expansion must be overcome. The entire production 
of methanol of this plant is sold to refiners and is used, for

produced in the carbonization process, over and above the 
requirements for the Wrigley furnace, is used very largely 
in the metallurgical industry and for domestic purposes. 

“The early history of the Wrigley furnace can be traced 
intimately to the early 80's,” said Mr. Immerfall, “as the 
present furnace stands exactiy on the same location as a fur- 
nace that was operated over forty years ago.” 

First inspecting the carbonization process, the visitors were 
shown thousands of cords of hardwood stacked in and near 
the yards of the plant, all gathered from the immense stands 
of the corporation within convenient distance. Two cords 
are stacked into a “buggy”’—a high, iron crate mounted on 
small iron wheels—and four buggies at a time are run directly 
from the yard into each of the 20 tremendous retorts. Locked 
in these chambers of intense heat, the wood is left to stand 
while all the moisture is vaporized, a process requiring from 
24 to 36 hours. The charred wood then is run into cooling, 

airtight chambers :and 








ultimately is wheeled 
into the yard and stored 
in immense bins until 
needed. 

From the carboniza- 
tion chambers the vapor 
goes on its way into an- 
other great building, 
where first the acetate 
of lime is extracted and 
segregated and stored 
until shipped. Then 
the methanol is pro- 
duced, and finally the 
residue comes out at 
the very end of the 
process as pitch. <A 
eord of wood yields 51 
bushels of charcval,

the Wrigley charcoal iron, and the superfluous heat from the 
carbonization process is used in the further steps. The 
distillation runs each day to 50,000 gallons of raw liquor or 
weak solution, or 2000 gallons a day of 82 per cent alcohol. 

The manufacture of the charcoal pig-iron was found equally 
interesting by the experts, who followed the process from 
start to finish. Equally impressive, however, was the acces- 
sibility of the materials. Close at hand was the iron ore, 
five miles up the mountain; limestone for fluxing is gathered 
within the limits of the plant; the wood for the charcoal 
grows very near, and water is provided by a stream running 
right through the property. 

The coal operations of the corporation are confined chiefly 
to the Bon Air Mountain, which marks the midway point 
between Knoxville and Nashville on the Memphis-to-Bristol 
Highway. For half a century these mines have furnished 
high-grade coal for domestic and industrial use, and for many 
years the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway has 
been supplied constantly with steam coal from these mines. 
In addition to the coal deposits, moreover, the Bon Air soil 
is rich in sandstone, limestone, barytes and other minerals 
of value and virtually all is covered with a blanket of mer- 
chantable timber. 

“Basic Materials for Industrial Activities” is a trade slogan 
of the corporation. 

The great Wrigley plant originally was one of Uncle Sam's 
“war babies,” and later was acquired by the Tennessee Prod- 
ucts Corporation, and now represents an investment of about 
$4,000,000. The charcoal pig-iron is sold through Hickman, 
Williams & Co. of Pittsburgh, with branches in other cities. 

And so the visitors concluded their inspection of the prop- 
erties of the corporation near Nashville, the trip terminating 
in a reception at the offices of the concern, at which memen- 
toes were distributed and farewells were interchanged. The 
finai dinner was given and the party dispersed. - 

From Nashville, however, several of the corporation's 
guests went on to Chattanooga to inspect, under the chaperon- 
age of Preston Lunsford, assistant to the president, the hold- 
ings and operations of the corporation in that city. There, 
at Alton Park, is located the Semet-Solvay coke and gas plant, 
equipped with 24 by-product ovens and annually producing 
a large output of standard furnace by-product coke, sulphate 
of ammonia and coal tar and motor benzol. The gas pro- 
duced at the plant is metered for domestic purposes, under a 
franchise to the Chattanooga Gas Company. At this plant 
coal mined at nearby fields is crushed and conveyed by elevat- 
ing belts to stock bins over the retorts, and every device for 
the prevention of waste motion is utilized. 

3ut the production of industrial commodities and the earn- 


ing of dividends are by no means the only, or chief, activities 
of the Tennessee Products Corporation. Coincidently, it 
strives to develop fine American citizens and to assure the 
moral, mental and physical advancement of all its employes 
and their families. Under the personal direction of Dr. 
Thomas L. Roberts, community meetings and entertainments 
are held regularly in the various towns and settlements of 
the corporation, houses are regularly inspected under sanitary 
regulations, able teachers are provided for the schools, and 
ample provision is made for religious instruction. Inciden- 
tally, “Doc” Roberts, as he is generally and affectionately 
known, enlisted in the World War as a “buck private” and 
was enjoying “the time of his life’; then someone discovered 
that he was a Baptist clergyman and he was translated into 
a chaplain, and a commission was “wished on” him. After the 
war he was aide to Hanford MacNider, head of the American 
Legion and now an Assistant Secretary of War. A fine pri- 
vate was lost when “Doc” Roberts was promoted—but a fine 
chaplain was gained. 

And: “Anyone drinking or bringing in liquor will be dis- 
charged,” reads a prominent sign at the Wrigley plant, and 
the same rule prevails at all the operations of the corporation. 

For the development of new products, new processes and 
methods the corporation has established a research depart- 
ment, with a fine laboratory equipped with most modern 
apparatus. A recent development from such research is the 
“cracking” of wood pitch at the Wrigley distillation plant, 
through which process the heavier wood pitch and oil re- 
covered are fractionated into flotation and solvent oils. The 
corporation also is preparing for the manufacture of other 
products, under patents recently obtained, and the fruition 
of these plans will mean the utilization of minerals abundant 
in the vast land holdings of the corporation, the employment 
of many more men and great increase in the tonnage of the 
railroads which serve the various plants. 

In diversification and complete co-ordination of industry 
and in the individuality of some of its products the Tennessee 
Products Corporation is regarded by many experts as the 
greatest industry of its kind in the world. 

And by no means the least important of its products, said 
the members of the visiting party, is the spirit and practice 
of sincere Southern hospitality. Through the enterprise and 
liberality of the corporation these keen business men from 
many sections of the land were given a close-up picture of the 
entire South, though this view was focused on Tennessee. 

“The South is much more prosperous than the North, as 
regards iron, agricultural and lumber industries,’ commented

cent of the foundry iron made in the South was shipped 
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north of the Ohio River, but in 1925 only 22 per cent was 
sent in that direction, the other 78 per cent being consumed 
in the South.” 

“Of course,” said Mr. Cummins, “we are convinced that 
Tennessee embraces the greatest and finest 42,000-square mile 
area in all the world, but. you good people from the East and 
the North and the West must see the rest of the South, also.

And each visitor vowed he would return to the South to 
study it and to cultivate its friendship and business. 





Southern Peach Industry Threatened With 


Overproduction. 


Peach production in the Southern States has increased so 
greatly in recent years that growers are faced with the 
necessity of letting many trees go out of bearing, or meeting 
intense competition in overcrowded markets. Little relief 
can be expected from increasing the area of distribution of 
peaches from the Southern States, says the United States 
Department of Agriculture, which has just completed a sur- 
vey of the situation. As immediate steps to improve condi- 
tions the department recommends improved cultural prac- 
tices and strict grading. Much good, it declares, might be 
accomplished by culling out poor fruit and supplying markets 
with only the best. Such action, accompanied by the removal 
of trees which constantly produce low yields or inferior 
varieties, would be a benefit both to individual growers and 
to the industry as a whole. 

It is estimated that in two years the number of bearing 
trees in seven Southern States wiil be increased more than 
10 per cent even if 20 per cent of the trees that were under 
10 years of age in 1925 and all that were 10 years old and 
older at that time go out of production. 

The results of the department’s investigation of the South- 
ern peach problem are given in Department Circular 420-C, 
entitled “The Peach Situation in the Southern States,” copies 
of which may be obtained on request to the Department of 
Agriculture, Washington. 





A New Industries Bureau. 


Progressive citizens of Richland county, South Carolina, 
wishing to take advantage of the 200,000 horsepower hydro- 
electric plant being built on the Saluda River, 12 miles from 
Columbia, have brought about the establishment of a New 
Industries Bureau for the purpose of interesting industries 
which are considering moving South. The city of Columbia 
and the county of Richland have together appropriated $25,- 
000 for the first year’s expense. A commission has been ap- 
pointed, consisting of Mayor L. B. Owens, County Judge 
M. S. Whaley and Hon. R. E. Broome, and this committee 
has selected Ben F. Taylor as the representative whose duty 
will be to present the advantages offered by the county to 
new industries. It is felt that if the first year’s work proves 
satisfactory a much larger sum of money will be available 


next year.

$800,000 Addition for Baltimore Building. 

The construction of five additional stories to its building 
at 26 South Calvert street at a cost of approximately $800,- 
000, has been announced by the United States Fidelity and 
Guaranty Company, Baltimore, R. Howard Bland, president. 
Plans for the addition are being prepared by Wyatt & Nolting, 
Baltimore, and it is understood that work will begin as soon 
as drawings have been completed. The present building, 
erected about four years ago, is a seven-story. structure. 
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High Percentage of Gain in First Quarter’s Busi- 
ness in Southeast Reported by Many 


Atlanta Branches. 


The industrial bureau of the Chamber of Commerce of 
Atlanta recently sent an inquiry to a selected list of concerns 
which have established branches in Atlanta as a distributing 
point for the Southeast; it called for first-hand information 
of business conditions as reflected by the volume of sales in 
that territory. The firms were asked to report only the 
percentage of increase or decrease in business during the 
first quarter of 1927 as compared with the first quarter of 
1926. The results of this survey have been furnished the 
MANUFACTURERS REcorD by Fred T. Newell, secretary of the 
Industrial Bureau of Atlanta, which tabulated the following 
individual concerns who permitted their replies to be made 
public. These show the amount of increase reported during 
the period mentioned. In each case the figures refer to one 
firm only:

$633,000 Contract for Dock Work at Mobile. 


Gen. William L. Sibert, chairman and chief engineer of tine 
Alabama State Docks Commission, Mobile, wires that contract 
has been awarded to Doullut & Ewin, Inc., of New Orleans, 
La., for the construction of a concrete apron wharf for a 
portion of pier No. 3 of the State Docks. The wharf will be 
75 feet wide, to rest on concrete piles, and will provide open 
storage space. The contract price is $633,187. This is the 
last major contract to be awarded, it is said, on the $10,000,- 
000 State docks at Mobile. It is expected that work will 
begin as soon as the first shipment of steel can be delivered. 
Contracts remaining to be awarded include the foundation 
and wharf for the coal handling plant and the docks’ office 
building. 
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Graphic Story of the Big Flood. 


L. A. DOWNS, PRESIDENT OF THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL RAILROAD SYSTEM, GIVES SOME IMPRES- 
SIVE FACTS. 


President L. A. Downs of the Illineis Central Railroad 
system has sent to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD an exceedingly 
graphic statement concerning the Mississippi flood and the 
damage done by it, first as to the railroad property and 
second as to the country served by the system in the flooded 
regions. The narrative is full of immediate interest and 
salient extracts from it are as follows: 


“We had altogether approximately 500 miles of railroad 
out of service on account of the flood,” says Mr. Downs. “We 
were fortunate in that no part of our main line between 
Chicago and New Orleans was covered with water except 
about three and one-half miles between East Cairo and 
Wickliffe, Ky., and this track was not covered to a depth 
sufficient to cause an interruption of our service. On our 
main line between Vicksburg, Miss., and Shreveport, La., 
which is part of our through route for traffic to and from the 
West, service had to be discontinued May 4 between Delta 
Point and Rayville, La., a distance of 51 miles. Through 
service on this line was resumed June 15. At present (June 
29) 75 miles of our line in Mississippi are still covered with 
water at depths ranging up to around seven feet, causing 
abandonment of all operations on 125 miles of railroad, and 
only partial service is being operated on some of the trackage 
that has been restored to use. 

“The principal damage to our railroad caused by the flood 
was the destruction of roadbed, embankments and bridges by 
the swift currents in the water flowing in through the breaks 
in the levees, chiefly those at Stopps Landing, Miss., and 
Cabin Teele Landing, La. At many points long stretches of 
embankment were completely washed away, leaving the tracks 
suspended in the air, and many openings spanned by trestles 
were widened by the currents to several times their previous 
size. In addition to such damage, our railroad also was put 
to heavy expense in protecting its tracks at several points 
where we were successful in preventing interruptions to our 
service, notably at Mounds and Cairo, Ill.; Vicksburg, Miss., 
and Baton Rouge, La. From the present outlook it is prob- 
ably conservative to say that the total cost to the Illinois 
Central system of protecting tracks from overflow and restor- 
ing damaged tracks to their original condition will be some- 
where in the neighborhood of two million dollars. 

“In Mississippi the flood affected 10 counties, covering 
735,000 acres of cultivable land. Four counties—Humphreys, 
Issaquena, Sharkey and Washington, comprising 397,000 acres 
of crop lands—were flooded in their entirety. These counties 
produced 167,000 bales of cotton in 1926 and 193,000 bales in 
1925. Six other counties—Bolivar, Holmes, LeFlore, Sun- 
flower, Warren and Yazoo—were flooded to the extent of 
338,000 acres of crop land, which constitutes approximately 
one-third of their total cultivable acreage. These counties 
produced 495,000 bales of cotton in 1926 and 566,000 bales in 
1925. The total production of cotton in the 10 counties in 
1926 was 662,000 bales and in 1925 it was 759,000 bales. 

“By the end of May the water had receded from approxi- 
mately half of the flooded acreage in Mississippi. The land 
was planted as fast as it emerged, and, with the rapidly 
maturing varieties of cotton that have been developed in 
recent years there were excellent prospects of obtaining 
practically a normal crop of cotton from this acreage. 

“However, about June 1 the Mississippi River between 
Memphis and Greenville, Miss., began to rise again, pouring 
an increased volume of water thrdugh the crevasse at Stopps 
Landing, just north of Greenville, which was responsible for 


that between 25 per cent and 50 per cent of the emerged 
land was reflooded. 

“In addition to causing this loss, the June rise had the 
more serious effect of retaining and deepening the water on 
land still submerged, thereby making virtually impossible 
the production of a cotton crop this year on most of the 
acreage affected by the flood. While a considerable portion of 
this land probably will be planted to cotton as fast as it 
emerges, most agricultural authorities agree that June 15 is 
about as late as cotton can safely be planted in this part of 
Mississippi. 

“With every advantage in the way of ideal growing condi- 
tions and a late frost, it is held to be just possible to make a 
fair crop from cotton planted between June 15 and July 1; 
cotton planted after July 1 has only a desperate chance of 
maturing a crop. Meanwhile, Government engineers say that 
water will continue to flow through the Stopps Landing 
crevasee, which is 2500 feet wide and from 60 to 100 feet 
deep, until the river falls to about 38 feet on the gauge at 
Arkansas City, Ark., 20 miles northwest of Greenville. On 
June 23 the gauge at Arkansas City showed 45.3 feet, a fal! 
of about two inches since the crest of the June rise passed 
that point June 21. 

“It seems probable now that the acreage planted to cotton 
in the flooded territory of Mississippi this year will be from 
25 per cent to 35 per cent of last year’s acreage. 

“Cow peas, soy beans and other forage crops can be safely 
planted after July 1, and planters in the flooded area are 
being urged to plant a large acreage of these crops. Corn 
also can be safely planted after July 1. 

“Most of the merchants in the flooded area were able to 
save all or a large part of their merchandise by raising it on 
seaffolding above the level of the water. 

“In Louisiana five of the nine parishes entered or traversed 
by our line between Delta Point (just across the Mississippi 
River from Vicksburg, Miss.) and Shreveport were affected 
by the flood. Cotton is the principal crop produced in this 
territory. Two of these parishes—Caddo and Bossier—were 
affected only by backwater from the Red River. In Caddo 
parish there were 24,000 acres and in Bossier parish there 
were 22,000 acres of cultivable land flooded, which constitute 
approximately one-sixth and one-fifth, respectively, of their 
total acreage of crop lands. These parishes were virtually 
free of flood water by June 1. However, it is expected that 
less than 2 per cent of the total amount of crop land flooded 
in the two parishes will be planted this year in cotton. In 
1925 Caddo parish produced 76,000 and Bossier parish 
produced 37,000 bales of cotton. 

“Ouachita and Richland parishes were flooded by back- 
water from the Ouachita River and by water flowing south 
from breaks in the levees along the Arkansas River. The 
amount of cultivable land inundated in Ouachita parish was 
48,000 acres and in Richland parish it was 69,000 acres, in 
each case about three-fourths of the total acreage of crop 
lands in the parish. A large part of the acreage flooded in 
these two parishes is still under water, and indications are 
that only about 6 per cent of the flooded crop land will be 
planted this year in cotton. The production of cotton in 
Ouachita parish in 1925 was 15,000 bales and in Richland 
parish it was 34,000 bales. 

“Madison parish was flooded in its entirety by water com- 
ing from the break in the Mississippi River levee at Cabin 
Teele landing, not far north of Vicksburg. There are about 


virtually all the inundation in Mississippi. It is estimated 49,000 acres of crop land in Madison parish, and it produced 
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in 1925 22,000 bales of cotton. Seven parishes—Tensas, La 

Salle, Concordia, Catahoula, Franklin, Avoyelles and Rapides 
which are not touched by the Illincis Central system also 

were wholly or partly flooded by water from this break. 

“With the poor prospects this year for cotton, which is 
virtually the only revenue crop in this territory, the volume 
of business which will be transacted depends chiefly upon the 
amount of credit that will be available. The credit situation 
is somewhat unfavorable.” 

The Illinois Central Railroad during the flood operated 150 
special trains to assist people to reach places of safety. About 
38,000 people, 625 carloads of household goods and 560 cars 
of livestock were moved virtually all free of charge. Besides, 
the railroad supplied 1550 cars for living quarters and did a 
great amount of other work to relieve conditions. Employes 
of the line gave over $32,000 in money in addition to clothing 


and supplies. 





Two Points of View on Channel Straightening— 


Also Some Suggestions on Levee Construction. 
Wichita Falls, Texas, July 11. 
Editor Manufacturers Record: 

Some weeks ago I promised you I would offer some: sug- 
gestion with reference to Mississippi River flood control. 

My first suggestion is that some of the bends be elimi- 
nated. In your issue of May 12 I noticed a map in which 
there were five bends within a distance of apparently not 
more than ten miles. In order to cover this ten miles dis- 
tance, if it were a straight line, the river must flow between 
50 and 60 miles: that is to say, if the river were straight, 
it would have as much fall in 10 miles as it now has in 
60. Furthermore, the current is also greatly retarded. Con- 
sequently, the straight stream should flow from four to six 
times as fast as it now does. It must stop and start at each 
reverse of the current. In order words, the rate of flow 
would be greatly accelerated, and the time would be short- 
ened by five-sixths. This should make a given quantity of 
water flow as far in the new channel in one hour as it now 
does in the old channel in 24 hours. This may be exag- 
gerated, but I do not think so. However, it will convey my 
idea. 

It will not be necessary to incur the enormous expense 
of digging this channel with steam shovels, or even a small 
part of the channel. I am not remotely related to an 
engineer of the new school, but have taken post-graduate 
work under an old *4 g-er. I have helped him start many 
a big ditch with a turning plow, and the water finished it 
out as big as it required. A ditch made with a Barber- 
Green or a P. & H. trench excavator in a very few years 
would be enlarged to a channel for the Mississippi. 

My second suggestion is that the levees be covered with 
a coat of asphalt at first. I though of using reinforced 
concrete, but as the levee shrinks, the concrete would 
break; whereas the asphalt is plastic, and would conform 
itself to fit the changed contour of the levee without break- 
ing. Concrete might be used on the back-side near the 
ground level to prevent erosion in case of overflow. Even 
though the water ran two or three feet over the top of the 
levee, it would not be destroyed. 

I understand there are large deposits of asphalt in Louisi- 
ana very near the surface. This could be melted from the 
deposit with steam and kept in molten condition until after 
it is sprayed on the levee. 

My third suggestion is that concrete dykes be built across 
the levees in a V shape, the space within the V to be filled 
with earth, and built some two feet higher than the rest 
of the levee. These dykes would be placed at intervals of 
perhaps 300 feet, so that in case of a break in the levee, 
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the crevice would not be wider than the space between the 
dykes. 

The utility of the spillways has been proven by the river 
itself. There is no use to argue wth a lawyer nor a river. 

Impounding the water “further up the creek” where the 
banks are high is the final solution, but it will require years 
of time and barrels of money. 

For several reasons, the present would be an opportune 
time to begin an aggressive campaign of construction. Money 
is plentiful, and there are tens of thousands of men in the 
overflowed districts who need employment, besides the 
other thousands outside the districts who are unemployed. 
This work should not be thought of as an expense, but 
rather as a highly profitable investment that will produce 
an income through all future years if the work is properly 
done.

In connection with Mr. Ponder’s suggestions in the fore- 
going, E. E. Blake, chairman of the Interstate Commission 
for the Control of the Arkansas and Red Rivers, writes as 
follows of the plan for straightening the channels: 


“One great abuse has been overlooked. That is the upper- 
stream flood fighters are obsessed with the idea that straight- 
ening streams will speed the water past them ang save 
them. It looks plausible. Oklahoma has had its full share 
of such devastating work. Such a cut does lower the flood 
crests at the cut and immediately above for one flood or 
two, providing the floods are not too big and stay within 
the banks, but the stair-step in the gradient eats back. 
increasing the gradient for a long distane, producing high 
velocity beyond the stability of the bank, and the specific 
gravity of the bed of the stream; the bed goes out to find 
a less ferocious current, and is replaced with heavier sands: 
the banks slip in and go lower, to find a bed at the first 
flatter gradient below, together they form a dam, checking 
the floods, building back, obstructing the flow, and the sub- 
sequent floods sweep the valley to complete ruin.” 





Joint Survey of Mississippi Flood Region by the 


Red Cross and Department of Commerce. 


A survey to furnish Congress and the country with a final 
report on flood conditions to determine what must yet be done 
to rehabilitate the section inundated is to be made by the 
Department of Commerce and the Red Cross during Septem- 
ber and October. Many people in the area still flooded, 
which embraces parts of 20 counties in Illinois, Kentucky, 
Missouri, Arkansas, Louisiana and Mississippi, must be cared 
fer by the Red Cross until possibly next November. A re- 
serve fund of $3,000,000 is being maintained for this service. 

According to Secretary Hoover, the country has expended 
in service and equipment $7,000,000, while the railroads tra- 
versing this territory have contributed another $3,000,000 in 
service. In the light of the recent estimate, running into the 
hondreds of millions of dollars, of the damage wrought 
throughout this area, the amount spent by the Government 
so far is pitifully small. On this subject recently Senator 
K. D. MeKellar of Tennessee, in a public address at Jackson, 
pledged his support to any relief legislation that might be 
enacted for the benefit of the Mississippi flood sufferers and 
offered a criticism of President Coolidge for apparently turn- 
ing a deaf ear to the urgent requests of over three-fourths of 
the Senators for a special session of Congress to aid the 
stricken section. Senator McKellar said: 

“The President is perfectly willing to send $26,000,000 to 
the aid of the flood sufferers on the Volga River. in Russia, 
«u country with which our Government does not have imme- 
diate relations, and perfectly willing to send Japan a large 
sum for relief after the great earthquake, but unwilling to 
send aid to the sufferers within the confines of his own 
country.”

As I write these lines the tumult and the shouting has 
died down, the prizes have been awarded and the twenty- 
eighth annual regatta of Biloxi has passed into history. 
It was not only the biggest and best regatta in the history 
of the Mississippi Gulf Coast, it also presented the largest 
program of the kind the South has ever seen. There were 
about 25 classes of water craft in the tourney, from the 
tiny sailing skiff to the lordly schooner, from the outboard 
motor speed-hull to the cruiser in which a journey to Cuba 
would be only a week-end jaunt. In the races and lining 
both sides of the home stretch along the water course that 
swings close to the shore at Biloxi, there were nearly 
$1,000,000 of boats and vessels of all kinds, most of them 
pleasure craft pure and simple, and the rest converted into 
pleasure craft for the occasion. A conservative estimate 
puts the number of visitors to the Gulf Coast for the 
regatta at 25,000. 

The interest, the importance and the investment in the 
two-day racing events give force to a little conversation to 
which I have just been listening between A. L. Jagoe, presi- 
dent of the First National Bank of Gulfport, Mayor Joseph 
Milner of Gulfport and Mayor John Kennedy of Biloxi. 

“Take any of the events in this regatta,” said Jagoe. 
“You saw how enthusiastic the folks were. Especially take 
the schooner race e 

What a race that was! Six of the fishing boats that help 
to make Biloxi one of the greatest seafood centers in the 
United States; in their workaday suit of sails; no prepara- 
tion except to take out the surplus weight, not even black 
lead or grease allowed on the hulls: no machine-made 
speed in this event, but every-day performance, with the 
every-day captains and crews aboard; six craft of the archi- 
tecture peculiar to Southern waters streaming across the 
line in a spanking breeze that heeled them one-third over, 
and so regularly spaced the one behind the other, and so 
identical in appearance that they looked like jewels upon a 
string laid upon the window tray of Cosmos; a race in 
which the keen rivalry of the sea that is the natural heri- 
tage of these sailors from their forbears of Bienville and 
Iberville’s days, seemed to lift the vessels across the waves 
with a throbbing impulse equal to the southeast wind; a 
rivalry so keen that one of the boats was fouled by another, 
and limped back home with mainsail ripped from gaff to 
boom by the dagger-bowsprit of its closest contender; the 
H. E. Gumbel finally completing the 28-mile courSe in 3 
hours 41 minutes and 53 seconds and slipping across the 
line only 40 seconds ahead of the Mary Foster; its skipper, 
Bijou Tiblier, a Biloxi fisherman, wildly acclaimed when he 
stepped ashore in his rusty working clothes. 

“Take any of those races,” said Jagoe. “You know how 
excited everybody was. You know how large an event this 
regatta is in the Coast’s calendar. You understand how 
many visitors it attracts to the Coast. Yet, I say that we 
don’t make as much of our water possibilities as we ought 
to.” 

Kennedy and Milner nodded, mayors of the two principal 
cities on the Coast, oldtimers, too, who grew up there, and, 
of course, remember the days of three years ago when you 
could hardly give the Coast away, the same Coast that 





outside investment and local enterprise have turned into a 
national playground and spent so many millions of dollars 
doing it that the war debts no ‘longer stagger the folks who 
live along the Mississippi Sound. 

“What we need at Gulfport,’ said Milner, “is a yacht 
harbor. We have a pretty good commercial harbor and are 
getting 26 feet of water in it, and some mighty big ships 
come into Gulfport; but we haven’t got the facilities for the 
yachtsman. Lots of our people wouid have yachts if they 
had a place in which to keep them, where they would be 
safe and where they would be under the eye of a watchman. 
And I believe that before another year has passed we will 
be en our way towards getting such a harbor. One can be 
created, say 600 by 1000 feet, by enclosing a portion of the 
front with sheet piling and dredging out the sand to a proper 
depth; and I don’t believe it would cost more than $10,000. 
Gulfport is able to issue bonds for this work, and will prob- 
ably do so.” 

“Jagoe is right,” said Kennedy. “I’m glad to hear him 
make such a statement—a banker, conservative and all that, 
and with his ear to the ground. I should say, to the water, 
because the water is our greatest asset. At Biloxi we have 
a splendid harbor in the Back Bay; at the other end of the 
beach is the Bay of St. Louis; both of these are well pro- 
tected from storms, and boats moored or anchored therein 
are easily accessible. Those two sections are pretty well 
fixed, but Gulfport, the center of the Coast, isn’t. Yet I 
agree with Jagoe that we have not begun to capitalize, to 
the utmost, the possibilities that lie in our waters and our 
water sports. Take, for instance, the string of islands 
that lie along the Coast a dozen or so miles out, and break 
the force of the waves during storm periods, making our 
inner Sound one of the safest seasides in the world— 
doubly safe now by reason of the concrete seawall we have 
built from one end of the Coast to the other, to save our 
shores from the wave wash of high tides when storms do 
blow, practically the only danger the Coast knows from tropi- 
cal disturbances. There is magnificent surf on the outside 
of those islands, equal to anything the world has to show; 
there are wonderful beaches, beautiful stretches of wood- 
land, interesting bayous and creeks, great fishing and hunt- 
ing and untold resort and amusement possibilities. Yet 
we haven’t turned over our hands towards exploiting those 
possibilities. We haven’t even enough boats on the Coast 
to take all the visitors out who would be a-raring to go if 
they knew what was there.” 

For 28 years Biloxi has been holding a regatta, each year 
a little bit better than the year before. And since the 
feminine form became modest, Biloxi has been holding 
bathing reviews. Furthermore, as far as memory runneth, 
it has done things in the fishing line, tarpon and trout and 
red snapper and the Lord knows what else. The story of 
it all has gone forth in well-planned publicity. Yet, here wus 
a group of thinking and well-informed men lamenting that 
the Coast wasn’t doing what it ought to do with its water 
possibilities, and planning to build a new fire under the 
world. It is significant of the enormous confidence the Coast 
today has in itself, the absolute realization of its possibili- 
ties as a play center and residential suburbs of the Missis- 
sippi Valley. 

It is because of the work of such men as these, because, 
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too, the Coast is going ahead with its amazing public im- 
provements, such as seawalls and roads and bridges, with 
no thought of letting up, that its continued progress may 
be included within the category of the reasonably certain. 
Yet today there is nothing like the speculative activity that 
there was immediately after the Illinois Central bought the 
Gulf and Ship Island Railroad entrance to Gulfport and 
announced it was going to make the world sit up and take 
notice. One real estate operator advised me of a certain 
piece of beach frontage that I could get for $200 a front 
foot, and a year ago the asking price was $500. Another 
man, a native son, to whom J] was talking today, made sad 
sounds because he had not sold a certain property on the 
Back Bay of Biloxi when he could have gotten $120 a foot 
for it. “I couldn’t get $20 now,” he said. 


“Why not?” I asked. 

“There just isn’t any demand.” 

“Will you let me have it for $20?” 

He promptly changed the subject. 

The foregoing means simply that there has been a shrink- 
age only in ideas, not in values. Speculation, for a time, was 
somewhat rictous; the Mississippi Coast took its cue from 
the ridiculous and misleading reports in the newspapers 
about Florida; the shoestring boys were on the job, and 
they bought feverishly in the sublime belief that the mere 
fact they had been willing to give a certain price would per- 
suade somebody else to give more. There was a good deal 
of this, but not as much of it as one might expect, taking 
into consideration all of the factors. But there was enough 
to tie some awful knots in the shoestrings of the Coast. 

Sound development, however, was not affected, and the 
work of putting in the public improvements, and ‘of making 
the developments in the substantial enterprises, went on 
without missing a beat. For instance, when the first batch 
of seawall construction was completed, more bonds were 
promptly voted to complete the entire 30-mile stretch, and 
this work is now practically completed. At Pass Christian 
Isles a 1400-acre subdivision on the Bay of St. Louis, adjoin- 
ing Pass Christian, the working force was increased, and 
the work of creating an elaborate system of inland lagoons 
is far advanced; one golf course is nearly completed; an- 
other will be begun immediately; final plans for a $2,000,000 
hotel are being whipped into shape; all this without a 
single lot or site being offered for sale upon the market, 
and none will be offered until the work of creation is com- 
pleted. At Biloxi the foundation for a new hotel, the New 
Biloxi, are now going in; in the same city progress on the 
new building for a 5 and 10 cent store is advancing; up 
and down the beach other construction is keeping the 
building trades busy; the Edgewater Gulf Hotel, completed 
last fall, is considering extensive expansions. 


Of course, there is no demand for real estate now. This 
is not the selling season on the Coast, now primarily a 
winter resort for the Middle West, which has more money 
to spend on real estate and recreation than the South, and 
which has a greater need for the pleasant winter climate 
of the Coast than the South, for the South in general isn’t 
troubled with frostbite, and the thermometer doesn’t 
threaten its golf. Heretofore, the Coast was the resort 
par excellence of New Orleans and other parts of the South, 
and most of the visitors were of moderate purses, to whom 
the prices of $10 and $15 a foot for beach frontage five years 
ago was “big money.” And now this land is offered to 
me for $200 a foot as an exceptional bargain, less than half 
the asking price of last year, while the pessimists moan, 
“I told you so.” It seems to me that $200 a foot is a great 
deal of money. I believe that the multimillionaires of 


Chicago and New York will agree that $200 a foot is not 
small change; and that a 50-foot lot costing $10,000, with 
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a $40,000 or $50,000 home upon it, represents sizeable devel- 
opment and doesn’t indicate a panic. 

Everybody with whom I have talked—hotel men, railroad 
men, bankers and merchants—they all say that there are 
today more summer visitors on the Coast than ever before. 
The season was a little late in starting, because of the 
troubled conditions in a large part of the South, where the 
flood waters raged; but it opened with a bang on the Glori- 
ous Fourth, and indications are that the crowds will continue 
until the fall, when the Coast begins to prepare for the 
Western visitors. These men also tell me that the Coast 
is getting a better class of visitors this summer than ever, 
those with more money. They have to have more money, 
for the cheap prices of the past are gone. 

Of great promise in the future of the Coast is the organi- 
zation of the South Mississippians, Inc. This is a develop- 
ment and promotional effort being made by the principal 
foreign interests on the Coast—the big landowners, hotels 
and railroad interests. South Mississippians, Inc., was or- 
ganized a couple of months ago by the Illinois Central and 
Louisville and Nashville railroads, Edward Hines Lumber 
Company, Edward Hines Yellow Pine Trustees, Goodyear 
Yellow Pine Co., Pearl River Highlands Company of Missis- 
sippi, Johness Realty and Securities Company of New Or- 
leans; Meyer Eiseman, realtor of New Orleans; Pirfe Hills, 
Inc.; Pine Hills Hotel, Edgewater Gulf Hotel, Edgewater 
Park Company; Holmhaven-on-the-Gulf, Inc.; J. F. Cornelius 
& Co., realtors of Chicago; Briarfield-on-the-Gulf-at-Biloxi; 
George D. Crowley & Co. These interests have financed the 
organization; later on other interests will be invited to join; 
the work, however, will continue, regardless of whether they 
do or not. 

South Mississippians, Inc., is organized to develop propa- 
ganda for this Coastal section, and to promote interest in 
the section in every direction possible. For instance, it is 
now seeking to bring certain golf tournaments to the South, 
and it is trying to induce a Chicago airplane company to 
establish a line to the Coast. The Gulf Coast in the mean- 
time is working hard to create airplane landing fields; the 
presence of two amphibian Marine Corps planes here dur- 
ing the regatta period on a national survey for likely ports 
has greatly increased the enthusiasm in this direction; and. 
the announcement that a New Orleans company expects 
shortly to open plane service between the Coast and New 
Orleans has intensified interest in aviation. 

South Mississippians, Inc., will also seek to promote colo- 
nization in the country behind the beach. It is now engaged 
on extensive surveys of agricultural possibilities. It takes 
special interest in such announcements as “The Kraft Cheese 
Company of Chicago, one of the largest manufacturers of 
milk products in the world, will immediately establish three 
factories in Mississippi, thereby giving the dairy industry 
in that State the greatest impetus it has ever received. 
They will be in the vicinity of Louisville, Durant and Mon- 
roe and will have a capacity of 150,000 pounds of milk a 
day. The company made its decision after extensive sur- 
veys, which convinced it that Mississippi possesses as great 
a dairying future as Wisconsin.” 

Another announcement by South Mississippians, Inc., is 
not agricultural, but at least it reflects the keen interest that 
is being taken by large land owners and by outside interests 
in a section that a few years ago was all but despised, so 
far as investment is concerned. It is that the Standard Oil 
Company, within the next six months, will spend $500,000 
in prospecting for oil on the lands of the Edward Hines 


«Lumber Company and adjoining acreage in South Missis- 


sippi. 
In Pearl River County—‘“the land of Picayune”’—which is 


~ is only 14 miles from the Coast and, therefore, close enough 


to be considered within the coastal zone, agricultural devel- 
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opment, promoted by the Hines lumber interests, has made 
considerable progress. This is important enough to warrant 
a special story some time soon. For the present it may be 
said that about 22,000 ares of the cutover land has been 
reclaimed from the stump wilderness and has been con- 
verted into productive orchards, vineyards, vegetable fields 
and dairy farms—all making a splendid dollars-and-cents 
yield. The assessed valuation of the country today is nearly 
$15,000,000, three times what it was in 1915, and may be 
as much as $50,000,000 by 1927. There is one automobile 
to every seventh person, and there are several hundred miles 
of graveled highways. 

Thus is the back country of the Coast coming in strong 
to support the playground that is the front yard of Missis- 
sippi. Thus is the new movement that has hit Mississippi 
bearing fruit in the improving prosperity of the farmers 
of the section. 





Proposed Cotton Statistical Bureau for 


Manchester. 


Manchester, England, July 1.—As announced some time 
ago, the Manchester Chamber of Commerce intends to estab- 
lish a cotton trade Statistical Bureau. An official statement 
says that Lancashire will have to frame a policy as indi- 
vidual firms and as a trade so as to keep ahead of com- 
petitors. To do this satisfactorily it is essential to have the 
maximum amount of information as to the position in over- 
seas markets and the extent and nature of foreign competi- 
tion. The Chamber feels that only an expert man with a 
suitable staff can fulfil those conditions. 

A committee will be set up composed of subscribers repre- 
senting every branch of the trade, and a statistical director 
will be appointed. To give the bureau a fair chance to prove 
its value it will have to be guaranteed a period of three 
years’ existence. The statement continues: 

“With the help of the Board of Trade and the co-operation 
of all Lancashire organizations, the bureau will be able to 
collect all available statistics to show the position in markets 
abroad, particularly as regards competition. The Chamber 
fully appreciates that this is an experiment, but the board of 
directors is satisfied that the influence of the full information 
supplied by the bureau will be most helpful to individuals in 
their own businesses and to trade organizations in framing 
policy. The following annual subscriptions for a period of 
three years have been promised: Bleachers’ Association, 
250 pounds; Federation of Calico Printers, Master Spinners’ 
Federation, District Bank, Lancashire and Yorkshire Bank, 
Manchester and County Bank, Union Bank of Manchester, 
Williams Deacons Bank, 200 pounds each; Manchester Cham- 
ber of Commerce, Cotton Manufacturers’ Association, Piece 
Dyers’ Association and Employers Federation of Dyers and 
Finishers, 100 pounds each. The annual subscription is to 
be not less than 5 pounds 5s 0d.” 





Open New Hotel at Lenoir City, Tenn. 


Hotel General Lenoir, newest hotel in East Tennessee be- 
tween Knoxville and Chattanooga, on two national highways, 
the Dixie and the Lee, was opened to the public last month. 
The building contains 50 rooms with all modern conveniences, 
and a number of offices and shops. It has been leased by 
J. M. Major who operates the Kingmeyer Hotel at Morristown, 
Tenn., but is being operated by George Stewart, formerly of 
Morristown. 





Miami Considering $500,000 Convention Hall. 


At a recent meeting of the City Commission of Miami, Fla., 
an invitation was extended to local architects to submit plans 
for a convention hall to cost not more than $500,000, according 
to advices from H. E. Roos, city clerk. These plans will be 
received by the commission on July 18 and it is thought likely 
that a selection will be made soon after that date.

Permanent Exhibit Established for Products of 


Local Plants. 


Miami, Fla., July 11—[Special.]—Two years ago Miami had 
only 45 industrial establishments worthy of the name. ‘Today 
this number has grown to 250, with more than 50 branches 
of industry represented and an aggressive Greater Miami 
Manufacturers’ Association with a membership of 76. The 
organization is headed by E. P. Maule, president of the Maule 
Ojus Rock Company, with M. M. Neumann as executive secre- 
tary. Offices are maintained in conjunction with the Miami 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Quarters at 125 E. Flagler street, in the central portion of 
downtown Miami, have been leased for an exposition of prod- 
ucts manufactured by members of the association. The ex- 
hibit has been a revelation even to the permanent residents 
and more so to visitors, many of whom had previously 
thought of Miami merely as a great winter resort city. The 
exhibits range from wearing apparel, candies, perfumes and 
ornaments, from fish scales to steam boilers, building mate- 
rials, furniture and caskets, with many products especially 
adapted to use in the tropics, such as reed furniture and orna- 
mental wrought-iron fixtures. 

A striking feature of the exhibit is a hand-carved cabinet 
made of solid Philippine mahogany and valued at $1000, 
which was turned out as a special order by a Miami novelty 
works for the winter home of Col. E. H. R. Green, son of the 
late Mrs. Hetty Green, on Star Island, in Biscayne Bay. 
Copies of Spanish and Italian period furniture, elaborately 
hand carved, form another exhibitor’s work. Terrazzo and 
art marble are shown in many beautiful designs and rare 
color combinations. 

There are many combinations of cement blocks and cement 
ornamental products. The awning industry is well repre- 
sented. Manufacturers of women’s garments have an inter- 
esting exhibit. A diving hood widely used by the Uniied 
States Government, invented and manufactured by a Miami 
man, is shown. Roofing tile and other roofing material made 
in Miami, Spanish flooring tile, disinfectants, perfumes, soaps, 
eandies, jellies, soda fountain fruit juices, ginger ale and 
other soft drinks, store fixtures, stucco and art cement for 
stucco work, saddlery and leather goods, trunks and suitcases 
and commercial stationery, are among the other products dis- 
played. 





Cheese Plants to Be Built in the South. 
[Telegram to Manufacturers Record.] 
Chicago, IIl., July 6. 

We have just succeeded in locating two cheese factories on 
our railroad south of the Mason-Dixon line. one at Dyersburg, 
Tenn., and the other at Durant, Miss. The Kraft Cheese 
Company expect to be operating these plants within 60 days 
and hope eventually to have one or two of the largest cheese 
fiictories in the United States operating in the South. ‘The 
development bureau of the Illinois Central Railroad has 
been working along these lines since 1914, hiring butter 
makers, expert dairymen and conducting dairy meetings in 
every county in the South served by the Illinois Central, 
where we have succeeded in establishing creameries. 

We rejoice with the people in Mississippi and Tennessee 
in getting the cheese industry started. We anticipate that a 
large number cf small cheese factories will spring up in our 
territory and aim to develop our Southern territory into one 
of the greatest cheese and dairy producing sections in the 
United States.

A University Where Quality of Graduates Counts for 
More Than Quantity.

Four men met in Washington, the nation’s capital. One 
wus the President of the United States, Theodore Rooseveit. 
Turning to Major Archie Butt, his aide, he said: 

“Butt, where were you educated?” 

“Sewanee, sir,’ said Butt. 

Rear Admiral Cary T. Grayson, later personal physician to 
President Wilson, was one of the others. He spoke up: “I 
went there, too.” 

Roosevelt turned to the third man, the man without whom 
the Panama Canal might not nave been so efficiently built, 
Gen. William C. Gorgas. “And where were you educated, 
Gorgas?” the President asked. 

“Sewanee, sir,’ came the answer. 

President Roosevelt was deeply impressed. He made many 
inquiries about fhe little university that produced great men. 
And then he wrote: 

“IT know of no university of the same size in any part of 
our country which has done more for the cause of good 
citizenship. It is called ‘The University of the South, but 
it is much more than that. Its welfare should be dear to all 
Americans who are both patriotic and farsighted.” 

When the National Association of Manufacturers meets in 
Chattanooga, later in the year, it is to be hoped that many 
prominent industrialists will have the opportunity of visiting 
“the bravest little college in America,” as Sewanee has been 
called. The university lies on the Dixie Highway, midway 
between Chattanooga and Nashville. It is a small, compact 
institution, situated in the center of a magnificent forest 
domain of 10,000 acres, which the university owns and con- 
trols. There are 13 massive sandstone buildings, hewn from 
the rock on which Sewanee stands. On this mountain top, 
2000 feet above sea level, one of the greatest educational 
romances of America has been enacted. 

Sewanee was founded by the Bishops of the Episcopal 
Church in the South in 1857. The South had asked for such 
a university and had guaranteed its endowment. Half a mil- 
lion dollars was obtained to start with, buildings were erected 
and educational activities were about to begin when the war 
between the States broke out. Federal troops occupied the 
mountain site for some months. They burnt every building 
and destroyed the cornerstone. sishop Polk of Louisiana, 
who had been a prime mover in the foundation of Sewanee 
and who had been educated at West Point before entering 
the Church, joined General Lee, became a general in the 
Southern forces and was killed in battle. His brother- 
bishops associated in the venture did not outlive the civil 
strife. So that at the close of the war the first phase of 
Sewanee’s history ended in disaster. The leaders were 
gone, the university itself was destroyed, and with an im- 
poverished South it was impossible to collect promised 
moneys. 

In 1866 something little short of a miracle occurred. Bishop 
Charles Quintard of Tennessee, a man born and bred in the 
North, but who had served with Polk in the Southern forces, 
decided to attempt the Herculean task of reviving Sewanee. 
He could not appeal to the South, he could not appeal to the 
Church, he could not expect State aid. Therefore, he went 
to England and obtained from the Mother Church $50,060 
wherewith to revive Sewanee, and in 1867 the Junior School 
was opened, with only seven students. Since that time nearly 
10,000 men have been enrolled in the College of Liberal Arts 
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and Sciences, in the Theological School and in the Prepara- 
tory School controlled by the university. Where then was 
forest wilderness is now a prosperous little university town. 
The miracle was accomplished by more than half a century 
ef sustained Christian effort, by almost unbelievable self- 
denial, labor and poverty on the part of everyone connected 
with the university. Many gave up everything for Sewanee—- 
their property and their lives. The teaching force and the 
students, too, endured heroic hardships over many years, for 
all were sustained by an inspired determination that this 
university should live as a tower of strength to the South. 
In the 60 years in which Sewanee has functioned there has 
never been one in which the burden of financial anxiety has 
been entirely missing. Last year, for the first in its history, 
Sewanee had a balance on the right side of the ledger. 

But more stirring than its history, more remarkable than 
its financial struggle, is the fact that throughout these dec- 
ades, oppressed by difficulties on all sides, the standard of 
education at Sewanee never has faltered. The farsighted 
founders of Sewanee foresaw the eventual prominence and 
development of the South. As they put it in their first ap- 
peals in 1857, “Our first duty is to that portion which gave 
us birth and for whose intellectual and moral being we are, 
as Southern men. more especially responsible.” 

Those who have controlled the destiny of Sewanee since 
its earliest days have resisted the modern tendencies towurd 
mass production in education and that specialization that 
exciudes the broader interests making for a liberal education. 
It is still felt at Sewanee that leadership is invested only in 
men who have received a full education, whose knowledge of 
affairs, whose appreciation of life, is not hampered by the 
limits of merely technical instruction. The consequence has 
been that Sewanee has avoided that standardization and 
convention that stamps so many educational centers. It has 
developed individuality. The results speak for themselves. 
For its size, it is-more fully represented in “Who’s Who” 
than any other university in the country. Throughout the 
South and in other parts of America, too, Sewanee men will 
be found in positions of authority. Dr. J. H. Dillard of the 
General Education Board has said recently, “Wherever I go 
in the South I find, among the men standing for the right, 
graduates of Sewanee.” <A well-known Southern business 
man stated this year: “Sewanee is turning out a small 
number of men compared with the bigger universities, but 
they are all men whose word is their bond; they are men of 
character, whom business heads can trust.” 

Those who have been watching the remarkable revival of 
the industrial South realize that the future of the South 
depends upon the leaders which she herself produces. There- 
fore, the South must keep its educational progress abreast of 
its material development. The South is moving forward to 
a position of power undreamed of by our forefathers, the men 
of vision of the time when Sewanee was founded. But the 
South cannot develop that power, or use it to the fullest and 
wisest extent, unless it produces from among its own people 
men capabie of leadership. It is to further this ideal that 
the University of the South at Sewanee bends its energies. 

In the past 10 years the enrollment at Sewanee has in- 
creased 100 per cent. Like many small universities, its en- 
dowment is inadequate—only $680,000. For 60 years this 
brave little university has carried on, living from hand to 
mouth, not knowing from month to month whether its exist- 
ence was to be ended or not. It has been decided now to 
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raise an expansion fund of $2,000,000 to end this condition of 
affairs once and for all. There is no room for the men trying 
to enter Sewanee. The classrooms and the dormitories are 
uncomfortably packed, as it is. Many improvements must be 
made in the present college, and endowment is sought for at 
least six chairs ef learning. To complete the endowment and 
allow for improvement and expansion of the present college 
will take every cent of $1,000,000. It is proposed to utilize 
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the second million to establish, in accordance with the plans 
of the original founders, another college, independent and 
self-contained, as part of a big university, much on the lines 
of the English system in Oxford and Cambridge. 
Industrialists in the South already know something of 
Sewanee, but, as President Roosevelt said, “It is called ‘The 
University of the South,’ but it is much more than that. It 
is a university of all America.” It is situated in the heart

of the South, in one of the five States which the board of 
education in Washington says are most in need of educational 
development. 

Sewanee is not in debt. Whatever help is given will be 
for the benefit of the whole South, and those men of vision 
who can foresee the great future which undoubtedly is com- 
ing to this section of the country could not do better than to 
encourage an institution of such standards, and thereby make 
a rich investment in posterity.

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$44,500,000 VALUATION OF HOTEL BUILD- 
ING PERMITS IN FLORIDA IN 1926. 


Trend Towards Better Types of Construction 
Seen—1927 Record Good. 


By Jerry W. Carter, Hotel Commissioner, Tallahassee, Fla. 


While many reckless land and lot speculators, having a 
morbid desire for unearned and: quick returns from their 
marginal investments were disappofated on being forced to 
relinquish their equities and have turned into calamity howl- 
ers, decrying Florida throughout the nation, yet in spite of 
all this, Florida moves onward. 

As evidence, the number of hotels and other structures 
over which the Hotel Commission has jurisdiction that have 
been completed or are now under construction compures very 
favorably with that of any similar previous pericd, and is 
convincing proof of an abiding faith in Florida’s future—a 
faith founded on her unsurpassed climate, her more than 
2000 miles of ocean beach, the appealing beauty of her moss- 
draped forests, crystal rivers and limpid lakes mirrored 
against azure skies, all combining to make Florida the 
premier winter playground of America. 

During 1926 building permits for hotels, rooming houses, 
apartment houses and restaurants in Florida reached a total 
of $44,496,105. A most gratifying feature of this new con. 
struction is the voluntary trend toward better, more perma- 
nent buildings and away from the attempt at cheap, flimsy, 
temporary construction, the prevention of which formerly 
taxed this department to its utmost capacity. Many of our 
recently completed buildings would do credit to cities having 
several times the population of those in which they are 
located, being the last word in beauty, elegance, convenience, 
comfort and desirability. 

While the permits issued during the first six months of 
1927 are somewhat below those issued during the same period 
in 1926 in both numbers and estimated cost, the record thus 
far for 1927 is most gratifying, and the close of the present 
year will no doubt show a total far in excess of what might 
reasonably be expected, in view of the difficulties both real 
and imaginary that have recently confronted our fair State. 





New Pythian Building for Baltimore. 


Construction of the new Knights of Pythias Building in 
Baltimore is progressing rapidly. The structure, of steel and 
reinforced concrete, is 80 feet by 150 feet and is five stories 
high. Architectural lines follow the Italian Renaissance, 
with Indiana limestone used in the exterior construction. The 
first two floors are to be used for commercial purposes, the 
remaining floors being devoted to fraternal uses of the 
organization.

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DEEP OIL POOL DISCOVERED IN 
OKLAHOMA. 


Shell Union Company 6000-Foot Well Producing 
2500 Barrels Daily. 

Discovery by the Shell Union Oil Company of productive 
oil sand in Oklahoma at a depth of nearly 6000 feet with a 
yield of initially 3600 barrels of crude daily is looked upon 
as one of the most significant developments in the producing 
side of the petroleum industry in recent years, according to 
a dispatch in the New York Times. 

Considering that up to this time prolific production has not 
been found in the Mid-continent territory at much below 
4500 feet, this discovery may open up large possibilities in 
the way of reserves for many oil companies, it is pointed out. 
Test wells formerly were held at 4500 feet or less, but now it 
is expected that exploratory operations will be extended 
some 2000 feet deeper to the 6500-foot level or perhaps yet 
further. 

It is not expected, however, that the discovery will have 
uny important effect on the present supply of crude oil, says 
the Times. It costs $100,000 or more to drill a well 6000 
feet, and this fact, together with the present price of crude 
oil, may be expected to prevent any early search for oil on a 
large scale at such a depth. 

Shell Union’s new well is 15 miles south and 6 miles west 
of the Old Garber pool, itself famous for its many producing 
sands at various depths to nearly 4500 feet. The new well 
had been yielding about 300 barrels a day, from 75 feet of 
sand drilled to 5970 feet, for a few months. It was deepened 
15 feet experimentally and struck the larger pay sand with 
production increasing immediately to 150 barrels an hour on 
June 29. 

The Sinclair Consolidated Company is now drilling another 

well which has attained a depth of some 5900 feet, 10 
miles southwest of the Garber field, between the new Shell 
Union well and Garber. The Marland-Barnsdall companies 
have a joint well which has yielded some oil at a depth of 
about 5800 feet in the same general district. 

According to a telegram from the Roxana Petroleum Com- 


pany, St. Louis, Mo., the well was producing about 2500 bar- 


-rels daily on July 7. 





Capacity of New Coal Mine Being Increased From 
500 to 1000 Tons Daily. 


sirmingham, Ala., July 9.—The Brookside-Pratt Mining 
Company has begun mining and shipping coal from its New 
River mine in Marion county, 80 miles west of this city. The 
mine has an output of 500 tons daily; this will be increased 
shortly to 1000 tons. A washer, concentrator and storage 
bins will be constructed. 

A mining camp has been established with water supply, 
electric lights and other conveniences. The company has 
provided excellent pasturage and is inducing its labor to begin 
at once to supply its own milk and butter as well as poultry 
and eggs. 

In addition to the equipment which was already on the 
ground when a going operation was acquired, equipment was 
moved from some of the company’s other mines. New machin- 
ery was purchased from the Montgomery Coal Washing and 
Manufacturing Company, Birmingham, the Diester Machine 
Company, Fort Wayne, Ind.; Goodman Manufacturing Com. 
pany, Chicago, and the General Electric Company, Schenec- 
tady, N. Y.

The Texas Special which carried about 120 men, including 


many of the leading men of Texas headed by Governor Dan 
Moody, had what might well be called a “triumphal march” 
through the land.

Dade county bonds in the amount of $2,500,000 for the 
payment of construction costs on the $3,500,000 county court- 
house and city hall being erected in Miami, Fla., have been 
purchased by the Bank of Bay Biscayne and the First 
National Bank, both of Miami, according to a telegram from 
W. E. Norton, deputy clerk of the county. The purchase 
price was $950.60 for each $1000 bond, the securities to bear 
an interest rate of 5 per cent.

Indications Are Crops Will Be Best in Years— 


Construction Activity Grows. 


Tifton, Ga., July 7—[Special.]—The farmers of Tift county 
are looking forward to the best crops of tobacco, cotton, pea- 
nuts, corn, etc., in this section for many years. Everyone 
here is enthusiastic over prospects of good business in the 
fall. Long faces in South Georgia are giving way to radiant 
smiles. The paving through Tift count} will be completed 
within the next month, and the county will then have about 
20 miles of improved pavement on the National Highway, one 
of the most popular routes between the North and Florida. 

Contract has been let to the Cooper Construction Company, 
Augusta, for a consolidated school building at Eldorado. It 
will be of brick veneer for the accommodation of 300 pupils, 
and is to be ready for occupancy in the fall. 





Rapidly Completing Power System to Serve Oil 
Fields in West Texas. 


The Pecos Valley Power and Light Company, with execu- 
tive offies in New York city, is constructing a power sys- 
tem in the oil fields of Western Texas for the purpose of 
supplying power to the oil producers. The organization and 
the financing of the company was based upon contracts 
with oil producers controlling a large portion of the proven 
acreage in Crane, Upton and Reagan counties, according 
to George I. Rhodes, president of the company, in a state- 
ment to the MANUFACTURERS RECORD. 

Construction work was started the latter part of April, 
and it is expected that service will begin by the middle of 
July. The entire program of organization of the company 
and the construction of its facilities is considered remark- 
.able, due to the short time in which an unusual amount of 
work has been accomplished. 

The power station, which is built at the intersection of 
the Pecos River and the Kansas City, Mexico and Orient 
Railroad about 35 miles east of Fort Stockton, is the first 
section of a 36,000-kilowatt plant and comprises two 6000- 
kilowatt turbo generators with surface condensers. River 
water is used for the make-up of spray ponds Since it is 
inadequate in quantity for direct use in the condensers. 
There are now being installed four 600-horsepower oil-fired 
boilers with. induced draft. 

All power generated will be stepped up to 66,000 velts 
and transmitted to the load centers. A transmission line 
has been built from the power station to the center of the 
Big Lake oil field, approximaely 45 miles in a northeasterly 
direction passing through the Hurdle Pool near McCamey. 
A second line has been built in a northerly direction, some 
35 miles into the Church Fields and the Gulf McElroy 
pools. Three substations of 3000 kva. to reduce the voltage 
to 13,000 volts are nearing completion in the Big Lake oil 
field, at the Hurdle pool near McCamey and at the Gulf 
McElroy pool. Survey is now under way for a third line 
to the Yates pool in Pecos County. 

Construction has advanced to such a stage that delivery 
of power by the middle of July is practically a certainty, 
says the company. There are fires under two boilers and 
the first turbine is ready to turn over. All equipment has 
been delivered and the greater part of it is in place. 

The plant and transmission system were designed by 
Ford, Bacon & Davis, Inc., of New York and the construc- 
tion work is being carried out by the Bickel Contracting 
Company of Kansas City. The principal equipment entering 
into the plant and the manufacturers of such are as follows:

Railroad Earnings Now and What They Averaged 
in Five Years. 

The net railway operating income of the Class 1 railroads 
in May amounted to $85,663,999, which, for that month, was 
at the annual rate of return of 4.70 per cent on their property 
investment, according to reports just filed by the carriers 
with the Bureau of Railway Economics. In May. 1926, their 
net railway operating income was $88,129,798, or 4.96 per 
cent on their property investment. This compilation is based 
on reports from 183 Class 1 railroads representing a total 
mileage of 238,267 miles. 
operating revenues for the month of May, 1927, 
amounted to $518,568,951, compared with $518,042,260 in May, 
1926, or an increase of one-tenth of 1 per cent. Operating 
expenses in May totaled $390,786,518, compared with $389.- 
145,044 in the same month in 1926, or an increase of four- 
tenths of 1 per cent. Class 1 railroads in May paid $32,374,- 
914 in taxes. This brought the total tax bill of the Class 1 
railroads for the first five months in 1927 to $152,463,591, an 
increase of $2,132,351, or 1.4 per cent, above the correspond- 
ing period in 1926. 

Class 1 railroads for the first five months in 1927 had a 
net railway operating income amounting to $385,022,482, 
which was at the annual rate of return of 4.64 per cent on 
their property investment. During the corresponding period 
of the preceding year, their net railway operating income 
amounted to $387,979,216, or 4.80 per cent on their property 
investment. Gross operating revenues for the first five 
months in 1927 amounted to $2,504,316,288, compared with 
$2,492,736,864 during the corresponding period in 1926, or an 
increase of five-tenths of 1 per cent. Operating expenses for 
the first five-month period of 1927 totaled $1,920,040,093, com- 
pared with $1,912,302,976 during the corresponding period 
the year before, or an increase of four-tenths of 1 per cent. 

In view of the fact that railway business and earnings 
fluctuate from year to year, only the showing of results over 
a period of years can indicate the real trend of railway 
returns. The rate of return on property investment for the 
five years ending with the month of May, 1927, has averaged 
4.55 per cent.

$270,000 Viaduct Completed at Chattanooga. 

Chattanooga, Tenn.—The new East Third street viaduct 
over the tracks of the Southern Railway and the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis Railway has been completed and 
formally accepted by the city. The structure is 1510 feet 
long, 51 feet wide, of structural steel and concrete, and cost 
approximately $270,000. It carries a roadway 36 feet wide 
and spans 32 railway tracks with space for two additional 
tracks. 


Tarrant County May Expend $5,000,000. 

Fort Worth, Texas.—A preliminary survey for rebuilding 
Tarrant county’s main system of State highways has been 
made by the Commissioners’ Court and the county engineer, 
according to a statement by County Judge Dave Shannon.

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Bridge Across Red River to Connect Texas and 


Oklahoma. 


A new free bridge is being built across the Red River ai 
Burkburnett, Texas, to connect Oklahoma and Texas. The 
Austin Bridge Company of Dallas, contractor for the struc- 
ture, advises the MANUFACTURERS REcorD that the bridge is 
3711 feet long and consists of steel girder spans 40.4 feet 
long, resting on concrete pile bents, the girders being floored 
with concrete. Because of the nature of the river bed, pile 
driving was extremely difficult. There is some 15 or 20 feet 
of sand overburdening hard shale or sandstone and it takes 
a very slight rise in the river to disturb the entire sand over- 
burden. To meet this situation a penetration into the sand- 
stone of about eight feet was required, but could not be 
obtained without first boring 10-inch holes with a rotary rig 
and driving 16-inch square piles into the holes. 

Piles were cast on the bank and run out to the driver on a 
narrow gauge railroad, motive power for which was a Ford- 
son tractor mounted on a Whitcomb locomotive unit. Stretches 
of water had to be bridged for the temporary railroad. All 
piling have been driven, all of the 840 tons of structural 
steel is in place and more than 20 of the 92 concrete slabs 
have been poured. The bridge is expected to be completed 
about October 1. 

This is the second free bridge across the Red River between 
Oklahoma and Texas, the first one having been completed by 
the Austin Bridge Company about a year ago. It connects 
Paris, ‘Texas, and Hugo, Okla. 


Motorbus Service at Winston-Salem. 


Winston-Salem, N. C.—The Southern Public Utilities Com- 
pany is operating 18 pieces of equipment on eight different 
motorbus routes independent of the car line and no transfers 
are issued between the two systems.

Content to Southern Yard for Another $7.000.- 
000 Ship. 


The International Mercantile Marine Company has awarded 
a contract to the Newport News Shipbuilding and Drydock 
Company for another big ship for service between New York 
and Los Angeles and San Francisco. The first of a series of 
three large ships is now being built at the Newport News 
plant and the contract for the third one is yet to be let. The 
vessel now under construction is to be launched this fall, and 
it will take about two years to complete the one for which 
contract is now awarded. The first is named California. 
These will be of similar design. They will be driven by elec- 
tric power and will be of 22,000 gross tons and over 300,000 
tons displacement. Each will carry 600 and 
8000 tons of freight. They will have a speed of 18 knots 
an hour. Each will, it is stated, cost about $7,000,000, or 
$21,000,000 for the three. ° 

It is also important to note that the Red D Line ship 
Caracas was launched at the Newport News yard on July 1. 
This ship will run in the company’s service between New 
York and Venezuela beginning in the early fall.

New Oil-Electric Tugboat. 


An oil-electric tubgoat having the most up-to-date motive 
power of its type was recently added to the floating equip- 
ment of the Long Island Railroad for use in New York har- 
bor. in general appearance this craft, which is named Meito- 
wax, resembles a fine steam tug and is very neat, trim and 
cieanly. The stack, which is of a light .coior, carries off the 
burned gases and adds to the good looks of the vessel. The

accompanying picture shows the interior of the engine room 
which is the only feature of the tug that differs much from 
familiar types. 

The Meitowax is 108 feet long, 26 feet wide and 12% feet 
deep. Its power is provided by two six-cylinder, four-cycle oil 
engines, each of 40 horsepower. They were made by the 
Ingersoll-Rand Company and are direct connected to West- 


inghouse 230-kw generators and 25-kw exciters. The 480- 
volt current generator drives the boat through a double 


armature, shunt-wound motor and it is stated that marked 
economy of operation distinguishes the use of the tug. Per- 
formance records reported for a full day of 24 hours show 
that the average daily fuel oil cost is about $45, which, it is 
claimed, represents a saving of $111 as compared to the daily 
fuel expense of a steam tugboat of equal power. But as an 
oil-electric tug costs more to build, it is estimated that the 
yearly operating cost shows a saving of 20 per cent. 

Convenience of control and flexibility of power are advan- 
tages also claimed for this vessel. The engine speed is nfain- 
tained constant by the governor and the propelling motor and 
the rudder are controlled from the pilot house. Both the 
speed and the direction of rotation of the propulsion motor 
are controlled by one lever and it is stated the speed can 
instantly be changed from stop up to 115 revolutions per 
minute for going either ahead or astern. This is because the 
engines run at a constant speed of 265 revolutions per minute. 

Engine room auxiliaries include an Ingersoll-Rand Type-15 
air compressor for charging the air tanks that are used to 
start the main engines. There is also a 4kw 120-volt direct 
current generator driven by a Hill-Diesel engine to supply 
power and light for stand-by service. This can also be used 
to run a compressor for air to start the main engines if.no 
electricity is available. 

The Meitowax was built by the Staten Island Shipbuilding 
Company and is similar in design to Tugboat No. 34 recently 
put in service for the New York Central Railroad at New 
York. 











Tractor Shovel With Trench Attachment. 


A tractor shovel equipped with boom and bucket for trench 
excavation is shown in the picture herewith. It is built by 
the Bay City Dredge Works, Bay City, Mich., and it is also 
equipped with the shovel type of dipper. The trench or 
ditcher attachment is so designed that it can be put on any 
tractor shovel of this make. 

The attachment consists of an extension mast, a boom, 
and a trencher bucket patterned almost exactly after the 
ditcher attachment furnished on the Model 16-B three-quarter 
yard convertible excavator that is familiar among contractors, 
This attachment will dig to a depth of eleven or twelve 
feet and it is suitable for trench or sewer excavation, pipe 
line excavation, digging for house sewer connections and 
also for excavating basements or cellars when it is desired 
to keep the machine on the natural surface of the ground. 

This machine has three propelling speeds, the fastest 
being 3% miles per hour. It is operated by ene man and is

Small Steam Turbines for Textile Mills. 

very textile mill is interested in lessening operating costs.

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CONTRACT FOR $8,500,000 POWER PLANT. 


Will Be Unit of Huge Atmospheric Nitrogen 
Plant—Company a Subsidiary of Allied 


Chemical and Dye Corporation. 


Contract has been awarded by the Atmospheric Nitrogen 
Corporation, Syracuse, N. Y., for the construction of a large 
power plant at Hopewell, Va., which will be a unit of the 
big nitrogen plant which it plans to build there, the contract 
ealling for an expenditure of $8,500,000, according to reperts. 
The Atmospheric Nitrogen Corporation, which is a subsidiary 
of the Allied Chemical and Dye Corporation, New York city, 
wires that a contract for the design and construction of the 
proposed power plant has been awarded to Stone & Webster, 
Inc., of Boston, Mass., but that other information is not 
available at this time. 

It is understood, according to reports, that contracts have 
also been awarded for machinery for the power plant and 
that the work of construction will begin as soon as materials 
and labor can be assembled. Both the power plant and 
nitrogen plant, it -is said, are expected to be completed by 
the latter part of 1929. This project will be expanded until 
it is the largest nitrate plant inthe world, it is said, and 
aside from the power plant the first unit will cost mvre than 
$20,000,000. 





Texas Mined $340,000 Salt in 1926. 


The State of Texas in 1926 produced $340,000 worth of sait, 
according to the Bureau of Economic Geology of the Univer- 
sity of Texas and the United States Bureau of Mines. in 
Anderson and Van Zandt counties the production comes from 
salt domes. In these mines salt brinés are pumped from 
shallow wells and evaporated to secure the sait. In addition, 
in Pecos county salt is produced by evaporation of salt water 
from a flowing artesian well. In Crane and Kenedy counties 
salt for stock purposes is taken from salt lakes. Salt is 
found in Texas in large quantities in the salt domes on the 
Gulf coastal regions and underlying the great salt basin of 
West Texas. 





Construction on $1,000,000 Hotel in St. Louis. 


The Sylvester Lewis Realty Company of St. Louis advises 
that it has begun the construction-of the Fairground Park 
Hotel in St. Louis, to cost approximately $1,000,000. The 
structure will be 134 by 142 feet, eight stories, and will con- 
tain 300 rooms.

Sugar Beets in Southwest Texas. 


Recent experiments indicate that it may be possible to 
raise sugar beets successfully for commercial purpose in 
Southeast Texas. Theodore F. Koch of Beaumont, of Theo- 
dore F. Koch & Co., owners and colonizers of lands in the 
magnolia fig district of Hamshire, states that a carload of 
beets sent from that point to a Louisiana sugar refinery 
analyzed 16.65 per cent sucrose content, while 12 per cent 
content is usually considered by the refiners as a good aver- 
age. Mr. Koch believes the results of the experiment in 
growing sugar beets in the Beaumont area opens the pos- 
sibility of making the Southeast and the plains of Jeffersor 
county a future sugar beet territory. Furthermore, “sugar 
beet tops,” he said, “make good cattle feed and the residue 
from the beets after they are passed through the refinery is 
also a dairy feed product, and a sugar beet industry in this 
section would stimulate the dairy industry, as the residue is 
dehydrated and can be kept for many months.”

Information on Containers. 


The United States Department of Commerce has issued the 
Domestic Commerce Series Bulletins Nos. 10 to 16, inclusive, 
covering various types of containers, etc., used in this coun- 
try. It is stated that these bulletins were prepared after 
two years of research to ascertain the best methods of con- 
tainer construction, the department being assisted in this 
work by an advisory board composed of representatives of 
shippers, container manufacturers and transportation agen- 
cies. These bulletins relate respectively in regular order to 
fiber containers, cleated plywood boxes, wire-bound boxes, 
cooperage and steel barrels, wooden boxes, nailed wooden 
crates and, lastly, to baling. There is another bulletin—No. 
38—relating to paper-wrapped packages for parcel post and 
express shipments. Copies of these bulletins cost from 5 to 
10 cents each according to size and they may be obtained 
from the Superintendent of Documents, Government Printing 
Office, Washington, D. C.
